Florida State University's 1980 football press guide has 
been designed for use by the media and Seminole fans. Any 
questions not covered in this brochure can be addressed to 
the FSU Sports Information Office. 

Additional information, such as feature material and 
photos, will be made available to any accredited member of 
the media upon request. 

All requests for working press, radio, television, photo- 
grapher, or scouting credentials should be made to Florida 
State Sports Information Director Mark Carlson at least one 
week prior to the game. 

CREDENTIALS: Space for the working press, radio, tele- 
vision and scouts is allocated by the Sports Information 
Office. All requests for working credentials should be 
directed to this office in writing at least one week prior to the 
‘game. Florida State's press box is located on the west side of 
Doak Campbell Stadium with elevator service to all three 
levels. Media representatives and scouts should enter 
through the Press Gate, located north of the elevator. 

POLICIES: Working press will be admitted to the press 
deck, where approximately 90 seats are available. Creden- 
tials are issued by FSU according to the following criteria: 

A) Local newspapers, wire services, national publica- 
tions, newspapers from opponent's area and student news- 
papers from FSU and opponent's school. 

B.) Other daily newspapers with preference to those 
which regularly cover FSU. 

C) Scouts 

.) Non-daily newspapers, with preference to those 
which have regularly covered FSU. 

E) Radio and television personnel not actually broad- 
casting, but considered reporting (seats will be provided in 
the stands), 


RADIO-TV: The first level of the press box is designated 
for ue by radio and television broadcasting crews, hme and 
visiting coaches and stadium operations. Each booth is fully 
enclosed and sound-proof. 

PHOTOGRAPHERS: Only accredited photographers will 
be issued credentials. The photo deck, or roof, of the press 
box offers an unobstructed view for TV, movie and stil 
cameras. Dark room space is also available in the stadium. 
Photographers will be allowed on the sidelines only after 
checking in at the press box and obtaining a special field 


photo pass. 

SERVICES: Play-by-play, halftime and complete statistics 
will be provided. When possible post game comments from 
the coaches and players will be available. Refreshments are 
available on all decks. 

‘TELECOPIERS: An independent telecopier service will 
be available for each game with a nominal fee being 
charged. Please contact the sports information office in 
advance. If you plan to use your own telecopier and phone, 
please have them placed in the telecopier area of the press 
deck. 


TELEPHONE: Telephone service should be secured 
directly through Centel Telephone Company of Florida, 
Tallahassee (904/222-2236), Have them contact the sports 
information office for location.

Simply stated—1979 was Florida 
State's best football year ever. 
Never before have the Semi- 
noles 


(1) finished a regular season major 
college schedule undefeated 

(2) been invited to participate in a 
New Year's Day Bowl; 

(3) advanced as high as fourth in 
the nation’s wire service polls; 

(4) finished a season (regular and 
post) ranked as high as sixth 
(Associated Press), 


‘Thus, the Tribe begins the 1980 
campaign with the hopes of their fans 
higher than ever before. Ordinarily 
that would bother the head football 
coach, but not FSU's Bobby Bowden. 


“Our expectations will be higher af- 
ter last year's record,” says Bowden, 
“There will be more pressure, but 
that’s the way it's gotta be. That's the 
way I want it 


“The pressure is obvious because 
people always expect more when 
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you're successful, But that's okay, It's 
like growing old—it ain’t so bad when 
you consider the other alternative. 


“If you win, you're going to have 
pressure. And if you don't have pres- 
sure, you don't have a job.”” 


Everyone knows now that the 
Seminoles fell 24-7 to Oklahoma in 
the New Years’ Eve Orange Bowl 
‘outing. But, Bowden doesn't consider 
that al bad either. 


“The trip to the Orange Bowl far 
‘outweighed the loss to Oklahoma,"* 
Bowden says. “You just don't go to 
the Orange Bowl for the first time and 
act like an Orange Bowler. We had to 
learn what life was like—what we 
could do and what we couldn't do.” 


Yet, the undefeated season, nation- 
al rankings and Orange Bowl ap- 
pearance will mean nothing when the 
‘Tribe visits LSU on September 6 and 
then plays the other 10 opponents on 
the ‘80 menu. 


What's ahead for Bowden's fifth 
Seminole edition at FSU? 


Obviously there is a void at quar- 
terback where the tandem of Jimmy 
Jordan and Wally Woodham have 
completed their collegiate ability. Four 
other offensive starters have also de- 
parted. And, on defense three starters 
have played their final collegiate 
game. 

Jordan and Woodham are the 
main losses. They were household 
names in Florida the last three years 
guiding the Tribe to a 29-6 record. 
They were best known for their pass- 
ing which baffled opposition defenses. 


So, what sort of offense will the 
‘Tribe have this fall since the two- 
armed quarterback has departed? 
Who will be the quarterback? 


“We will be running the ball a litle 
bit more, but we will stil drop back 
and throw as we have in the past.” 


“Contrary to what a lot of people 
think, our offense will be basically the 
same as last year,” Bowden says. 
“We will add another dimension to it, 
but that's because we will be able to 
get more movement cut of our quar- 
terback. 


Who, will be the field general? 


Unless there is a major surprise in 
the first three weeks of fall practice 
the starting assignment will fall to 
junior Rick Stockstil, who has been 
walting in the wings for three years. 
Bowden announced last November 
Stockstill would be his No. 1 quarter- 
back at the start of spring practice and 
it would be up to the other QB candi- 
dates to beat him out 

Nobody did. 

There will be other changes in the 
lineup, too. Two key position changes 
Were Initiated in the spring. Sam Platt, 
a wide receiver for three seasons, has 


been moved to tailback and Mike 
Whiting, a starter in the last six games 
of '79 at tailback, has been moved to 
fullback to replace the departed Mark 
Lyles. Another switch comes in the 
offensive line where Greg Futch has 
been moved from tight guard to split 
guard. A host of players are battling 
for Futch’s vacated slot. 


Defensively the Tribe will sport 
some familiar faces, Only three of last 
year’s starters—end Scott Warren, 
tackle(s) Jeremy Mindlin and Walter 
Carter and comerback Ivory Joe 
Hunter—have departed. That leaves 
ight starters returning and a host of 
players who received experience last 
‘season in backup roles. 


Most prominent of those defensive 
retumees is noseguard Ron Simmons, 
the most honored player in the his- 
tory of FSU football. He was named 
to five of the six major All-American 


teams last winter, finished ninth in the 
Heisman Trophy voting and was a 
semifinalist for the Lombardi Award. 


‘Thus there are plenty of signs the 
Seminoles could be again headed to 
another fine season, A major stumb- 
ling block, however, is going to be an 
improved schedule that finds Nebras- 
ka and Pittsburgh as new faces. 


But, Bowden seems to be enjoying 
the challenge of tackling the improved 
menu that does have the advantage 
of seven home games in expanded 
(61,094) Doak Campbell Stadium, 


“The improved schedule is exciting 
and it doesn't scare me a bit,” says 
Bowden, who begins the season with 
2 34-12 FSU ledger. “You've got to 
play these kind of people to get the 
ranking we want. If we have the same 
kind of year this year as we did last, 
there's no way we can be denied a 
high ranking." > 


WIDE RECEIVERS—This is an area where the Semi- 
noles are rich with talent. The starters will come from a 
group of four, but it really won't matter who starts because 
everyone will play. Heading the group is sophomore Har- 
dis Johnson, who last season caught 14 for 253 yards and 
three touchdowns. His 18.0 yards per catch was best on 
the club. Also catching 14 last year was Academic All- 
American Phil Williams. He picked up 211 yards, but is stil 
looking for his first college TD.If he is healthy, Kurt Un- 
glaub can be the best. Since a freshman season when he 
caught 33. passes, Unglaub’s performances have been 
hampered by injuries. He caught just nine balls as a soph- 
omore and 15 as a junior. He was scheduled to be a senior 
last fall but suffered a broken foot in pre-season and played 
just one game—catching two receiving a 
medical red shirt. Stil to be heard from is sophomore Den- 
nis McKinnon, who many consider the most dangerous of 
the four. He caught three passes last season while playing 
with the varsity, but showed in junior varsity competition 
that he could be the most exciting player for the Tribe 
since Lary Key with some spectacular catches and spar- 
‘ing kick returns. 


TIGHT ENDS—Graduated is the veteran Grady King, 
‘who was the team’s third leading receiver last fall with 23 
catches for 246 yards and two scores, The job now falls to 
Tallahassee junior Sam Childers, another product of Leon 
High School. Childers shared the starting job much of last 
season with King, but caught just six for 23 yards. Two of 
the catches went for scores, however. Childers is con- 
sidered an outstanding blocker. His backup help now is 
scheduled to come from sophomore Zeke Mowatt, who 
caught one last fall for 10 yards. Mowatt was shuttled be- 
tween offense and defense much of last season but now 
apparently has found a home. 


INTERIOR LINE—One starter—guard Mike Good—is 
missing from the group that started in the Orange Bowl. 
‘That means center John Madden, guard Greg Futch and 
tackles Ken Lanier and Tom Brannon are back. Thus the 
fact that this group boasts tremendous experience must be 
considered a plus. Madden was the starter in the final five 
regular season games, replacing Gil Wesley, who went 
down with @ knee injury against Mississippi State. The first 
start of Madden's career came against LSU in a regional 
television game that covered 85 percent of the country. 
Futch is one of the real success stories on the Seminole 
roster. He came here as a walk-on and last year started 
every game. Last year he played the guard slot on the fight 
end side of the ball, but this year he will move to the guard 
slot on the split end side, Lanier is considered one of the 
finest linemen to ever play for the Gamet and Gold. He 
hhas been a starter since his freshman year—the second 
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The Offense... 


game. Brannon was probably the most overlooked of the 
interior starters last fall, picking up a starting role for the 
first time in his career. He was the only new face in the 
starting lineup at the start of the ‘79 season. The Good 
replacement will be determined in the three weeks of prac- 
tice leading up to the season opener, but it's likely Lee 
Adams or Brent Brock will get the call. 


TAILBACK—The major experiment of the spring took 
place here and the early results are positive. Sam Platt, a 
wide receiver since coming to Florida State, has been 
switched to the backfield and worked his way into a start- 
ing spot for fall practice. Sam, who has better-than-average 
speed, had four TD runs of better than 50 yards in spring 
scrimmages. Last season the Tribe had just one run of 50 
yards. The tailback slot also has depth this fall because 
junior Homes Johnson, who resigned from the squad last 
summer has retumed. As a sophomore Homes had led the 
team in rushing with 817 yards in 183 carries. It was the 
first time in FSU history a sophomore had led the team in 
rushing. Johnson, like Platt, also has the ability to catch the 
ball, grabbing 23 for 213 yards in that brillant sophomore 
season. 


FULLBACK—Gone is the powerful Mark Lyles, who 
rushed for 1,011 yards last year. His replacement is sched- 
tuled to be last year's starting tailback for the final five 
games, Mike Whiting, who finished the season with 537 
yards and picked up another 161 with 20 receptions. Whit- 
ing is not the powerful runner that Lyles was but uses his 
quickness to get through the hole. Whiting’s backup will be 
the spring's outstanding rookie, freshman Lary Harts, 
who had several brilliant scrimmages, including one where 
he scored five touchdowns—three rushes and two more on 
pass receptions. 


QUARTERBACK—Rick Stockstill has known since last 
November that he would get the starting assignment for the 
*80 season, Stockstill completed six of seven passes for 103 
yards in a fourth quarter vs, Memphis State 
last November 17 and the following day head coach Bob- 
by Bowden announced that Rick would be his No. 1 quar- 
terback the next year and everyone else would have to 
beat him out. Stockstill has been around for three years, 
but is a junior where eligibility is concemed. His playing 
time behind the center is limited, but to give Rick some 
game experience the Tribe coaching staff last year em- 
ployed him as the holder on PATs and field goals and he 
was also a member of the kickoff team. Kelley Lowrey, 
who had a knee injury last season as a freshman, worked 
his way into a backup QB role during spring practice, but 
two other members of last season’s frosh class, Blair Wil- 
lams and Weege Thompson ae loin the pcre. >. 


... The Defense 


ENDS—Arthur Scott, one of the Tribe's most_un- 
heralded players last fal, returns at one terminal, but there 
fs a vacancy sign at the other where Scott Warren has 
graduated. Scott, ater being shuffled between a number of 
Positions in his first two seasons, settled in at end in °79 
and did a more than capable job, finishing the season with 
68 total tackles—fifth best on the team. Underclassman 
Brad Fojtk is slated to be Scott's backup. Two players who 
have both previously eamed varsity letters but have never 
started will contest for the starting slot at the other end. 
Juniors Scott McLean, who will have a brother John as a 
freshman on the team this fall, and Jarvis Coursey, who 
played linebacker last season, have both done plenty of 
work with the speciality units in their first two years, Also 
expected to see plenty of playing time on both sides is 
transfer Mark Rodrique. 


TACKLES—Mark Macek, who has a reputation for 
making big plays, retums on one side. Last season he had 
three quarterback sacks, a fumble recovery and two caused 
fumbles, His relief help will come from James Gilbert, who 
can also play noseguard. Junior Gary Futch, who has 
played behind Ron Simmons at noseguard, was switched 
here during spring drills and made a good enough im- 
pression that he will probably be the starter when the cam- 
paign begins at LSU. A pair of talented sophomores, Chris 
Nickrenz and Herbert Harp, will make themselves known 
during the season. 


NOSEGUARD—All-American Ron Simmons calls this 
position home. Last season he won practically every All- 
American honor that was available, missing out only on the 
team picked by the Football Writers Association. Ron, de- 
spite playing much of the campaign with a broken bone in 
his wrist was still the team’s third leading tackler with 81 
hits. He was the defensive leader in big plays with six 
sacks, two fumble recoveries, two blocked kicks, 17 tackles 
for loss and two caused fumbles. When Simmons is found 
resting on the bench look for James Gilbert to be his re- 
placement. 


LINEBACKER—Both of last year's starters—Reggie 
Hering and Paul Piurowski—retum. This senior duo 
finished as the team’s leaders in tackles last season. Her- 
ring, who came to FSU as a defensive back, had 144 hits 
last season while Piurowski, who was coming off knee 
surgery the previous season, had 123.Herring, who's one 
of the most intense players on the squad, was a second 


team Associated Press All-South Independent selection. He 
was selected the AP Lineman of the Week for his play 
against Florida. Piurowski was “Comeback Player of the 
Year” for the '80 campaign the way he came off the knee 
Injury. And, he showed during the spring that he wasn’t 
ready to have an easy senior season. His spring work was 
so impressive to the coaches that they named him the 
winner of the “Hinesman Trophy” which each year goes 
to the outstanding player in those drills Keith Baker, who 
has seen spot starting duty, will see plenty of playing time 
here and others expected to make themselves known are 
Bryan Cobb, Ells Singletary and Roger Brownlee. 


SECONDARY—Plenty of veterans are returning. The 
only slot that will have a new face is at one of the comer- 
back positions where Ivory Joe Hunter, the only two-time 
capiain in Seminole history, has graduated. Sophomores 
James Harris and Harvey Clayton will both wear first team 
jerseys when fall practice begins. A pair of "80 All- 
Americans man the safety slots. Weak safety belongs to 
Monk Bonasorte, who finished fourth in the nation last fall 
with eight interceptions, and was a third team choice on 
the Associated Press ‘All-American squad. First team 
‘Academic All-American Keith Jones is at strong safety for 
the second consecutive year. Jones is regarded as the 
hardest hitter on the Tribe roster—three of his 33 tackles 
season resulted in an opponent fumble. Comerback Bobby 
Butler is considered by many of the pro scouts to be the 
best athlete on the roster. Buller is a three-year starter and 
last season ranked right behind Bonasorte in interceptions 
with six. He has developed an uncanny knack for blocking 
punts with five in three years. Support help here is ex- 
pected to come from Gary Henry, the hero of last season's 
17-14 victory over Southem Mississippi, and Mike Smith. 
Henry and Smith have both received starting assignments 
in their Seminole careers. 


KICKING GAME—Missing will be Davey Cappelen, 
who has handled nearly all of the PAT and field goal 
chores over the last four years. Bill Capece, who has had 
kickoff duty for the last three seasons, will be the replace- 
ment Cappelen left FSU with the knowledge that he 
finished as the leading scorer in the schoo!'s history. Junior 
Rohn Stark is the punter. He has handled that duty since 
entering school as a freshman and he still has two seasons 
of egy remaining, (>

November 5, 1979. 

That day is very significant one in 
the history of Florida State football. 
No, it isn't the date of a significant 
Vietory on the field. 

But, it's a day that FSU football 
family and its fans did win That is the 
day FSU got the name of its head 
football coach Bobby Bowden on an 
automatically renewing five year con- 
tract. 

“It means we are married and no- 
body's going to put our marriage 
assunder,” said Bowden. 

There was a time last season when 
many doubted Bobby Bowden would 
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‘ever coach another year in Doak 
Campbell Stadium. He was the hot- 
test coaching commodity in college 
football. And every time there would 
be a job opening Bowden's name 
surfaced 

Certainly for Bowden it was an 
honor to be the top candidate at ev- 
ery opening. But, he later noted he 
was quite happy with the Seminoles. 

“| didn’t want to go anywhere,” 
said Bowden. “I wanted to stay here. 
love it here. Florida State and its 
fans are not spoiled yet” 

It should also be pointed out that 


Bobby Bowden isn't spoiled yet 
either. After the 11-0 1979 regular 
season and trip to the Orange Bowl, 
the 50-year-old native of Birming- 
ham, Ala., still anxiously anticipates 
the 1980 season. 

“An undefeated regular season was 
something I really thought would nev- 
er happen. You know, I've come 
mighty close a number of times, 9-1, 
8-1, 10-2. I'll tell you one thing, you 
get a taste of something like last year 
and you don't ever want to let it go.”” 

What Bowden has done with FSU 
football program since amiving on 


November 5, 


campus in the winter of 1976 has 
been simply amazing. That first year 
the Tribe went 5-6—not a good mark 
by many standards, but when one re- 
members the Seminoles had a com- 
bined mark of 4-29 the previous three 
years 1976 was considered a plus. 
Since then FSU has reeled off regular 
season marks of 9-2, 8-3 and 11-0, 

‘There have been two bowl appear- 
ances—the 1977 Tangerine and 1980 
Orange. And the honors have been 
many. The team for the first ime ever 
last season rose to fourth in the 
national polls and finished sixth after 
the bowl games were completed. 
Bowden has received numerous 
coaching honors and noseguard Ron 
Simmons is the most honored player 
in Seminole football history. 


Bowden is the first to recognize the 
work of his staff for bringing the Tribe 
Program to the point (nation's best in- 
dependent in °79) where it exists to- 
day, But, others direct the credit to 
Bowden, who in four seasons at FSU 
has a 34-12 mark and has a career 
register of 107-44, 


ABC-TV and Chevrolet recognized 
the Bowden achievements last season 
when they named him “Division | 
Coach of the Year." And Associated 
Press writers and broadcasters voted 
him Southem Independent Coach of 
the Year for the second time in the 
last three. 

Stil, the current Seminole success 
should not be surprising to the follow- 
es of Bowden's career. He has been 
just as successful at his previous head 
coaching stops of Samford and West 
Virginia. 

His Samford record was 31-6 over 
four seasons. In six years at West Vir- 
ginia he piloted the Mountaineers to a 
42-26 record and two Peach Bowl 
appearances. 


Bowden is no Tallahassee stranger. 
He had been an offensive coaching 
mind on FSU's staff in the 1960s, 
when Bill Peterson was head coach 
and the Seminoles were first making 
waves in the polls with a celebrated 
passing game that featured wide re- 
ceiver Fred Biletnikoff. 

Bowden left to be offensive coor- 
dinator under Jim Carlen at West Vir- 
ginia’ When Carlen checked out, 
going to his current job at South 
Carolina, Bowden became head 
coach of the Mountaineers. He was 
doing well in a tough situation and, 
when Florida State called Bowden 
had to give it some thought.

Enthusiasm and discipline are key 
words which exemplify Bowden's 
posal attitude, both on and off the 


believe in discipline and en- 
thusiasm in everything you do in Ii 
Bowden says, “and you coach what 
you believe. If we can be enthusiastic 
in the little things we do, it will cary 
over to a winning season. 

“But don't get me wrong about dis- 

cipline. I believe in letting the players 
know who is boss, and I believe in 
‘some sacrifice and devotion. But dis- 
cipline can only go so far. 
Heck, I've always said that if short 
hair and perfect manners won football 
games, the Army-Navy game would 
be played every year for the national 
championship.” 

Bowden is more than just a football 
coach. He is also a deeply religious 
individual, who speaks often to 
church groups throughout the state, 

“God is an integral part of my life,” 
Bowden says. “I look to God for gui- 
dance but firmly believe God helps 
those who help themselves. Man 
must help himself, but also seek qui- 
dance.” 

Bor on November 8, 1929, Bow- 
den attended Woodlawn High School 
in Birmingham, Ala., and was a Little 
All American quarterback at Samford 
University.

FSU after two quarters with Simmons 
riding the bench because of a wrist injury trailed 21-7. Sim- 
mons made an appearance in the second half and inspired a 
comeback that saw the Tribe pull out a 26-21 victory. 

“Thad had it," Simmons barked. “No way I was going to 
ride the bench in the second half. I put myself in there. We 
had everything on the line—our perfect record, our ranking 
and a bowl bid. | hated it. I had to get in there and rough- 
house it a litte.” 

‘Simmons makes other teams do things out of the ordi- 
nary. Graduated defensive end Scott Warren explains. “The 
whole defense picks up when Simmons is in there. You can 
feel it, With Ron in there, Cincinnati was forced to double- 
team him, bad wrist and all. That freed some of us to get at 
the quarterback.” 

Simmons has been an all-star since he arrived on the 
‘Seminole campus. He was a freshman and sophomore All- 
‘American and in his rookie year was picked as the “Fresh- 
man sDelsatve Lineman of the Year" by FOOTBALL 
NEWS 


His best performances have come before the television 
cameras when FSU has had regional or national exposure. 
In four of the last five FSU television appearances he has 
won the ABC-TV/Chevrolet scholarship award. 

Ron is a youngster of incredible strength and desire. He 
was the team leader in the weightlifting portion of the “Su- 
perstars" competition in 1979. He missed the opportunity to 
compete for that ttle this year while recovering from wrist 
surgery. He has bench-pressed an incredible 525 pounds, 
yet also has been timed in the 40 at 4.56. 

Back in that spring of '79 Simmons proved his desire to 
become the very best player in college football. During last 
year’s spring drills the Tribe coaching staff selected him as its 
“Outstanding Player” of spring practice, quite an honor for 
someone who already was a two-year starter. 

That carried over to last season when the coaches picked 
him as the MVP for a defense that helped carry the Tribe to 
its 11-0 campaign and first ever invitation to participate in a 
New Year's Day Bowl Game. 

Yes, Simmons started last season with a reputation that 
had been constructed over the previous two seasons. But 
statistics say he wasn't an All-American last year because of 
reputation. 

‘Consider this, even though he was double-teamed and 
triple-teamed on virtually every play he stil finished third on 
the team in tackles with 81 total hits—65 solo and 16 assists. 
Included in those stats were six quarterback sacks, two fum- 
ble recoveries, two blocked kicks, 17 tackles for loss and two 
caused fumbles. 

Now, comes the final year for Ron Simmons. The statistics 
are behind him and FSU fans hope for performances from 
him that they've become used to in the last three. 

Indeed, he must be considered a leading candidate for the 
Lombardi and Outland Trophies. And, yes indeed, he must 
also be considered a strong candidate for the Heisman that 
has eluded linemen for so lang. 

Maybe this is the year a lineman breaks through that bar- 
rer. Ron Simmons more than any other college football 
player who toils in the trenches has the best opportunity. ~

‘The Tribe offense couldn't become untracked against a 
stiff Southem Mississippi defense and after three quarters the 
visitors had a 14-3 advantage. The only FSU score came 
midway through the first quarter on a 26-yard Davey Cap- 
pelen field goal. Southern Mississippi scored touchdowns in 
the second and third quarters. 


FSU got its first break with slightly more than 11 minutes 
remaining in the game when defensive back Monk Bona- 
sorte blocked a punt and the Tribe took possession at the 
visitors 15. Three plays later Jimmy Jordan tossed an eight- 
vyard scoring pass to Jackie Flowers narrowing the score to 
14-9. A two-point conversion pass failed. 


Southem Mississippi picked up a first down on its next 
series but the drive stalled and that defensive effort proved 
the difference. The USM punt was fielded by sophomore 
defensive back Gary Henry, who with several key blockers 
returned the ball to the endzone for the touchdown. Jordan 
and Flowers hooked up on a two-point conversion pass to 
sive FSU its final victory margin. 

Both teams were hampered by turnovers. Each had 
three—an interception and two fumbles. In the yardage 


department, FSU limited the Golden Eagles to just 200, 97 
rushing and 103 passing. The Tribe meanwhile was picking 
up 258 total net yards with a meager 72 rushing and 186 
‘more through the air.

‘TAMPA, FLA., SEPT. 15—A 17-point second quarter ex- 
plosion carried independent Florida State (2-0) to a 31-3 
Victory over Arizona State, a member of the Pac 10. 

‘This battle of pre-season nationally ranked teams started 
slowly despite the fact that both are known throughout the 
country as offensive powers. The first FSU score didn’t 
come until less than a minute was left in the opening 
quarter. 


That first Tribe touchdown was set up by the defense, 
specifically a Monk Bonasorte interception. Two plays after 
the interception QB Wally Woodham hurled an 18-yard 
scoring toss to Jackie Flowers. The Davey Cappelen PAT 
made it 7-0. 


Ten of the FSU points in the second quarter were de- 
fensive related. The opening touchdown of the quarter came 
on a 58-yard drive that consumed just four plays and was 
highlighted by Greg Ramsey's 50-yard run on the opening 
play. Mark Lyles picked up the score on a one-yard plunge. 


FSU hiked its lead to 17-0 following Bonasorte’s second 
interception. Davey Cappelen's field goal came after the 
theft when the Tribe drive stalled at Arizona State’s 25. The 
visiting Sun Devils tured the ball over on their next posses- 
sion with noseguard Ron Simmons recovering the fumble. 
Immediately after the tumover Jimmy Jordan threw a scor- 
ing pass of eight yards to tight end Grady King, 


Alter the Sun Devils picked up their sole three points in 
the third quarter, FSU closed the scoring late in the fourth. 


This time the Tribe put together an 86-yard drive that took 
10 plays. The final 15 yards were covered on a Jordan to 
Ricky Williams pass, 


‘Woodham and Jordan passed for 225 yards against the 
Sun Devil defense. Jordan did most of the damage with a 
12 of 23 performance for 155 yards and two touchdowns.

TALLAHASSEE, FLA., SEPT. 22—A punishing Florida 
State defense caused five Miami turnovers as the Seminoles 
rolled to their third victory of the season, 40-23, over state 
rival Miami. 


Believe it or not, FSU trailed after a quarter, 7-3. But the 
‘Tribe put 16 points on the scoreboard in the second quarter 
and another 14 in the third. Miami closed the gap with 
16-7 fourth quarter advantage. 


The Tribe got the lead for good four plays into the second 
‘quarter when fullback Mark Lyles rushed to pay dirt from 
four yards away and Davey Cappelen kicked the PAT. 


An interception by Bobby Butler on the following next 
Miami series set up the next Seminole score—a 28-yard 
Cappelen field goal. Miami's punter let his knee touch the 
ground at the Hurricane 15 late in the half and FSU took 
advantage of that mistake. Six plays after the miscue, the 
‘Tribe got another six points on a one-yard plunge by Lyles. 


The score in the third quarter came on scoring runs of 
four and two yards by senior tailback Greg Ramsey. Each 
time the PAT was booted by Cappelen, For the second time 
in three games, Gary Henry retumed a punt for a Seminole 
score. This time it came with five minutes gone in the fourth 
‘quarter and covered 57 yards. 


FSU, praised throughout most of the pre-season for its 
pass offense, showed in this game that it also had a running 
attack The Tribe picked up 205 yards on the ground with 
Lyles’ 85 leading the way. A total of 12 pass completions 
between quarterbacks Wally Woodham and Jimmy Jordan 
gained 117 more yards. 


The victory for FSU was its second straight over the Hurri- 
canes.

BLACKSBURG, VA.. SEPT, 29—In a battle of unbeaten 
independents, Florida State nicked long time rival Virginia 
Tech, 17-10, in a game that was televised regionally by 
ABC-TV. 


The win was quite impressive for the Seminoles since it 
‘was the first road game of the season for FSU. The previous 
three games had all been played in Florida and two of the 
three were contested on the FSU campus. And, the victory 
came against a school that has through the years been a 
Florida State nemesis. The win gives the Seminoles a 13-10- 
1 lead in the series, but it has taken wins in four consecutive 
vyears to get the Tribe to that advantage. 


Virginia Tech went ahead 7-0 with 1:30 remaining in the 
first quarter but the Hokies advantage didn’t last for long. A 
minute and 36 seconds later FSU knotted the count on a 
16-yard run by tailback Greg Ramsey and a Davey Cap- 
pelen PAT. 


Later in the quarter the Seminoles put together an 80- 
yard scoring march that took 14 plays. Four times in the 
drive FSU converted on third down plays and the last time it 
produced six points—an 18-yard pass from QB Jimmy Jor- 
dan to receiver Jackie Flowers. 

It was the Jordan-Flowers combo that produced the key 
play of the drive, FSU was faced with a third and 22 situa- 
tion at Tech’s 37 and they hooked up for a pass completion. 
that covered 24 yards. 


‘The second half produced nothing but a pair of field 
goals. Florida State's three points came on a 20-yard field 
goal by Cappelen with 1:07 remaining in the third quarter. 


Seminole noseguard Ron Simmons, who always seems to 
play better before the TV cameras, won his third 
ABC-TViChevrolet Award.

Butler 
got the theft midway through the opening quarter. FSU then 
drove 30 yards in seven plays with Wally Woodham tossing 
a five-yard pass to Sam Platt for the six points. 


FSU scored in each of the quarters, The Tribe picked up 
eight more points in the second quarter, nine in the third 
and three more in the fourth. 


Louisville's offensive statistics tell the story of the domina- 
tion by the Tribe defense. The Cardinals netted just seven 
(7) yards in 34 rushing attempts and picked up another 86 
yards passing to finish the game with 92 yards total offense. 
‘The figure becomes even more attractive to advocates of 
defense when one realizes that 47 passing yards came on a 


single pass play with less than eight minutes remaining in the 
game, 


The Seminoles showed upcoming opponents that they 
would not be able to just defend the pass when playing 
FSU. Final statistics showed the Tribe gaining 275 yards 
along the ground and a mere 60 in the passing department. 
Three Seminole quarterbacks threw just 15 times, the lowest 
number of passes thrown by FSU since the 1976 season. 
Fullback Mark Lyles did much of the ground work, gaining a

BATON ROUGE, LA., OCT. 27—Florida State ruined the 
LSU Homecoming with a 24-19 victory in a game that head 
coach Bobby Bowden had early in the week billed as “the 
biggest football game in FSU history.” 

“The game certainly drew plenty of national attention. The 
ABC-TV network sent the contest to an area that covered 
84 percent of the country. Also watching the game in person 
‘were representatives of nine different post-season bowls. 

Florida State struck quickly to gain a 7-0 advantage. LSU 
received the opening kickoff but fumbled on the second play 
with the Seminoles’ Monk Bonasorte on the recovery. The 
Tribe then went 32 yards in six plays with Jimmy Jordan 
passing three yards to Sam Platt for the six points, Davey 
Cappelen kicked the PAT. 

LSU rebounded, however, and it looked like the Tigers 
would have a 13-7 halftime lead. But the Bengal Tigers 
fumbled the ball away at the FSU 47 with 1:30 remaining 
in the half. On the very next play Jordan and freshman wide 
receiver Hardis Johnson hooked up on a 53-yard scoring 
play and the Cappelen PAT put FSU in the lead. 

Neither team was able to change the scoreboard in the 
third quarter, but FSU got seven more points very early in 
the fourth. This time jt was again a long scoring pass initiated 
by Jordan. Senior Jackie Flowers was on the receiving end 
of a 40-yard pass that was tipped by a Bengal defensive 
back. 


Later in the quarter FSU hiked its lead to 24-13 with 
Cappelen kicking a 31-yard field goal. The Tigers were able 


to score later in the quarter, but after the score the Semi- 
noles used all but 17 seonds on the game clock to seal the 


victory. 

Bowden surprised many by electing to start Jordan at 
quarterback over Wally Woodham. Woodham had been 
the starter in each of the previous 10 games in the two-year 
\winning streak that was extended to 11 games with the win. 

Jordan more than justified the Bowden decision. He com- 
pleted 14 of 31 passes for 312 yards and three scores 
‘Those stats eared him honors at the ABC-TV/Chevrolet 
Florida State Most Valuable Player. Jordan took full ad- 
vantage of Flowers, who had six of those 14 completions for 
174 yards.

Florida State 26, Cincinnati 21 


CINCINNATI, OHIO, NOV. 3—Florida State, for the sec- 
‘ond consecutive season, took Cincinnati by the identical 
26-21 score. 

‘And, for the second straight year the Seminoles notched 
their victory in come-from-behind fashion, This comeback 
Was just as spectacular as the one in 1978 that found FSU 
scoring the winning points with 1:29 left in the game. That 
‘win came in friendly Tallahassee. 

This win—the eighth of the season for the Tribe—was 
done in nearly identical fashion. The winning points came 
this time with 1:38 left. 

FSU, which was favored in most quarters by 21 points or 
more, got started quickly. Monk Bonasorte intercepted a 
Bearcat pass on the game's first series and eight plays after 
the turnover fullback Mark Lyles plunged one yard for the 
touchdown and Davey Cappelen’s PAT made it 7-0. 

‘That would be the last time the Tribe would move the 
scoreboard until the fourth quarter, however. Cincinnati, 
‘meanwhile, was able to put 21 markers on the scoreboard in 
the second quarter. 

FSU didn't become untracked until late in the third quar. 
ter. Quarterback Wally Woodham, who had come off the 
bench midway in the quarter, directed a scoring drive of 5€ 
yards that consumed 17 plays and 7:35 on the clock Ar 
‘eight-yard Woodham to Lyles pass picked up the six points 
SU elected to go for two on the conversion but that didn’ 
work. 

Cincinnati went to the Tribe 28 on its next series before 
the drive stalled. But, FSU was 65 yards from the endzone 


when the Bearcats gave up the ball. It took 10 plays before 
Woodham tossed a five-yard scoring pass to Jackie Flowers. 
‘That march included a fourth down and third down con- 
version. Still when the two-point conversion run by Mike 
Whiting failed the Bearcats held a 21-19 advantage. 

The host Bearcats moved the sticks once on their next 
series before the Tribe defense forced a punt. That boot was 
retumed 38 yards by sophomore Gary Henry to the Bearcat 
40. Stil, there was just 2:40 remaining in the game. 

But, Woodham elected on the first play to throw a flare 
pass to Lyles. Once the big fullback got the ball he erased 
31 of the 40 yards, moving the ball to the nine. Freshman 
Ricky Wiliams gained one on the next play as the Tribe 
‘maneuvered for a field goal. But, Whiting went up the mid- 
dle on the next play for the winning score.

TALLAHASSEE, FLA., NOV. 10—Florida State, which 
had not played a home game in nearly a month, celebrated 
its return to Doak Campbell Stadium with a 27-7 Home: 
coming victory before 49,490, the largest crowd in stadium 
history. 

This was a battle of nationally ranked teams. The Semi- 
noles were out to protect their sixth place berth while South 
Carolina was trying to remain in the top 20. 

FSU showed everyone early that it wasn't about to let its 
ninth victory get away. The Tribe had a 7-0 lead with 9:23 
remaining in the first quarter on a one-yard plunge by Mark 
Lyles and Davey Cappelen's PAT. Cappelen, the leading 
scorer in FSU history, hiked that margin to 13-0 with field 
goals of 19 and 29 yards 

South Carolina narrowed its deficit to 13-7 after George 
Rogers rumbled 80 yards for a score with more than 13 
‘minutes left in the half. That was to be the last of the scoring 
for the Gamecocks. 

The score remained at 16-7 through three quarters before 
FSU managed to ring up 11 more points in the final quarter. 
QB Jimmy Jordan threw a seven-yard scoring pass to Sam 
Childers and the same duo hooked up for a two-point con- 
version following the TD. 

Immediately after that score South Carolina fumbled and 
safety Keith Jones was on the recovery for FSU. The Tribe 
couldn't get another TD but Cappelen did kick a 27-yard 
field goal for the final three points of the evening. 

‘After the win, Seminole head coach Bobby Bowden cal- 
led the win “a true team victory.” Indeed, it was. The de- 
fense gave the Gamecocks just 25 yards and nine first 


downs. FSU, meanwhile, was gaining 381 yards and 23 first 
downs, 


Lyles went over 100 yards rushing for the second straight 
game, He dented the South Carolina defense for 132 yards 
in 25 carries and also caught three passes for 18 yards. 

Starting quarterback Wally Woodham and backup Jimmy 
Jordan did a good job of picking on the Gamecock pass 
defense. Woodham, the starter, completed 15 of 29 for 145 
yards while Jordan completed six of nine for an additional 
59 yards. Tight ends Sam Childers and Grady King plus 
tailback Mike Whiting were the chief targets of the passers 
with four receptions apiece. 

FSU couldn't completely stop Rogers, who gained 186 
yards rushing in 21 carries. But the rest of the Gamecocks 
‘had just 28 net yards rushing and the visitors netted just 51 
yards in the air.

TALLAHASSEE, FLA., NOV. 17—Florida State cele- 
brated its acceptance of an Orange Bowl invitation by maul- 
ing Memphis State, 66-17, before 48,021 Doak Campbell 
Stadium fans. 

One hour before the kickoff the Orange Bowl announced 
it was inviting the Seminoles to play in the New Year's Night 
dlassic opposite the Big Eight Conference champion. FSU 
showed its appreciation to the selection committee by com- 
pletely dominating the Tigers for the final three quarters. 

The game began like it was going to be a real struggle for 
the Seminoles to push their record to 10-0. The score was 
deadlocked at 3-3 after the first quarter and FSU didn't 
manage a TD until 8:34 remained in the opening half. The 
six points came on a 24-yard pass from Jimmy Jordan to 
Jackie Flowers. 


It looked like the score would stay that way until halftime. 
FSU, however, had other ideas and managed to put 14 
points on the scoreboard in a 27 second span late in the 
half.

GAINESVILLE, FLA., NOV, 23—Florida State polished 
off its first undefeated season as a major college by dumping 
arch-rival Florida, 27-16. 

The Seminole win was viewed by 58,263 in Florida Field 
and a national TV audience. ABC-TV sent the game across 
the country as the first portion of a national doubleheader. 

FSU went ahead 10-0 in the first half on a first quarter 
field goal by Davey Cappelen and a 21-yard scoring pass 
from quarterback Jimmy Jordan to freshman wide receiver 
Hardis Johnson. Cappelen booted the PAT with just 11 
seconds left in the half. 

Florida, however, battled back with its own 10-point ex- 
plosion, After three quarters the count was deadlocked. 

The Seminole lead went back to 10, 20-10, with just 4:14 
gone in the fourth quarter. First fullback Mark Lyles capped 
an 80-yard march with a 20-yard scoring burst through the 
middle of the Florida defense. Bill Capece, who added the 
PAT, kicked an 18-yard field goal two minutes later to make it 
20-10. 

The Capece field goal came following an interception by 
tackle Walter Carter. Each team traded touchdowns in the 
closing minutes with Lyles picking up the final Seminole 
touchdown on a three-yard run with 1:10 remaining, 

With 43 points being scored, the teams gave quite an 
offensive show. FSU netted 394 yards total offense with 241 
along the ground and another 153 in the air. Florida mean- 
while was unable to mount any sort of a ground game and 
had just 39 yards in 23 attempts. But the Gators did throw 
the ball 54 times for 22 completions and 270 yards. 


Florida State’s two quarterbacks were tested throughout. 
Wally Woodham was the starter and Jimmy Jordan came on 
in relief in the second quarter. When Jordan got in trouble in 
the third quarter Woodham retumed for the fourth to direct 
the 80-yard scoring drive. 

‘The two-headed quarterback combined to complete 14 of 
27 passes. The Woodham stats showed seven completions 
in 10 attempts while Jordan completed seven of 17. 

One of the offensive highlights was the performance of 
fullback Mark Lyles. Playing in his final regular season game 
the Buffalo, N.Y... native ran for a career high 151 yards in 
27 carries, Two of those rushes finished with touchdowns 

Tallback Mike Whiting also contributed to the ground 
game. His final stats showed 123 net yards in 19 carries. It 
‘was the first time during the season the Tribe had two backs 
gain more than 100 yards in the same game.

1950 Cigar Bowl 
Florida State 19, Wofford 6 

TAMPA, Fla. (Jan. 2, 1950) — Red Parrish scored twice 
and Buddy Strauss rushed for 132 yards to give underdog 
Florida State a 19-6 win over Wofford in the Cigar Bowl 
football game. 

The victory was a come-from-behind effort by the 
‘Seminoles as the Terriers scored only moments into the 
contest to make the score 6-0. That touchdown came when 
Wofford defenders blocked a Bo Manuel punt and re- 
covered it in the end zone. The extra point attempt was no 


For the balance of the first quarter, Florida State mounted 
several drives that stalled around midfield while Wofford 
netted virtually nothing offensively. Early in the second 
period, however, Wofford had its first real threat. It died on 
the Seminoles’ 16-yard-line when Bill Dawkins intercepted a 
pass and retumed it to the Tentier 20, Shortly after, Parrish 
bolted to the tribe's initial touchdown that tied the score at 
66. 

Late in the half the Seminoles got cranked up again. 
Strauss busted up the middle for a 15-yard gain and an 
interference penalty pushed Florida State into Wofford 
territory. On the next play Parrish lofted a lefthanded half- 
back pass to Norman Eubanks who made a spectacular 
catch between two defenders at the Terrier two yard line. On 
the last play of the half Strauss busted into the end zone and 
Jerry Morrical's extra point sent the Seminoles to the locker 
room with a 13-6 lead. 

The third period was a dogged defensive battle with no 
serious scoring threats. But in the final period FSU pinned 
Wotford deep in its own teritory with a 63-yard Manuel 
punt. After the Terriers fumbled on their own eight, the 
Seminoles were unable to cash in as Parrish came up a foot 
short on fourth down. 

Unable to move the ball out of the deep hole, Wofford 
was forced to punt giving the Seminoles excellent field 
position with only minutes remaining. This time Don Veller's 
‘team wasted no time cashing in. With only seconds showing 
‘on the clock, Partish sliced in from the five and Florida Staie 
had a 19-6 upset victory. 


1955 Sun Bowl 
Texas Western 47, Florida State 20 

EL PASO, Tex. (Jan. 1, 1955) — Florida State's defense 
collapsed in the second quarter allowing Texas Western to 
move well ahead and capture a 47-20 Sun Bowl victory. 

With the score tied 7-7 at the end of the first period, the 
underdog Miners put together a magnificent 28-point 
quarter that buried the Seminoles on this steamy January 
aftemoon. Texas Western quarterback John Griner ran the 
option to perfection in that second quarter, and the 
Seminoles, fighting a blinding sun and the high altitude, just 
couldn't keep pace. 

‘After leading 7-0 in the first four minutes of this 20th 
renewal of the Sun Boul the Seminoles allowed the aroused 
Miners to tie the score late in the period. On their first play 
of the second quarter, Florida State fumbled on its own 24 
and Texas Wester needed only two plays to grab its first 
lead of the day. That touchdown came on a nifty run by 
Miner ace Jesse Whittenton. 
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At that point the flood gates opened. Tom Nugent's 
Seminoles made three more costly mistakes in the quarter 
that led directly 10 Texas Westem touchdowns and the 
homestanding Miners eased into the locker room with an 
unbelievable 34-7 advantage. 

In the final half, the Miners ran the count to 41-7 before 
the Tribe managed to get on the board for the second time 
in the afternoon. Quarterback Len Swantic led a third 
‘quarter drive that was sparked by a 43-yard touchdown pass 
to Tom Feamster. But Western wasted no time in countering 
that Seminole score. On the next kickoff, Bob Forrest raced 
95 yards for the final Miner touchdown of the day. 

‘The Seminoles were able to tack on a final tally in the 
fourth period. Hany Massey hit Billy Odom on a 16-yard 
pass play for the score. 


1958 Bluegrass Bowl 
Oklahoma State 15, Florida State 6 

LOUISVILLE, Ky. (Dec, 13, 1958) — A frantic fourth- 
quarter comeback was not to be as Florida State couldn't 
fight off the bitter cold and Oklahoma State went home with 
a 15-6 victory in the only Bluegrass Bowl ever played. 

A crowd of just over 7,000 was able to brave the 10- 
degree weather for the first-ever meeting between the two 
schools, Players on both teams wore tennis shoes in an 
effort to combat the frozen turf. It was the Seminoles’ first 
nationally televised game and a relatively obscure Howard 
Cosel handled the color that day. 

Florida State got off to a good start in this one, mounting 
two drives deep into OSU territory. Both times they came 
up empty-handed though as field goal attempts from the 16 
and 23 fell short. 

‘Oklahoma State managed to dent the scoreboard early in 
the second quarter as swift halfback Duane Wood sprinted 
in from the Florida State 17. 

Unable to get anything going in that second period, the 
Seminoles were forced to rely on their defense. The last 
assault came in the final two minutes of the half. The Aggies 
drove inside the Florida State five and on fourth down with 
1:15 left FSU's Ron Hinson stopped Forrest Campbell one 
foot from paydirt. That sent the clubs to the locker roam 
with the score still at 7-0. 

Early in the third period the Seminoles did themselves in 
‘with a pair of fumbles. The second miscue set up the Aggies 
at the Florida State 39. It took 10 plays but Wood finally 
scored his second touchdown and then caught a two-point 
conversion to make it 15-0. 


1965 Gator Bowl 
Florida State 36, Oklahoma 19 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (Jan. 2, 1965) — A brillant pass- 
ing combination of Steve Tens! and Fred Biletnikoff rewrote 
the Gator Bowl record book and gave the upstart Seminoles 
‘an impressive 36-19 victory over Oklahoma in this post 
season event. 

‘The Florida State victory will long be remembered as one 
‘of the greatest passing shows in the history of college 
football, Tensi completed 23 of 36 passes for 303 yards and 
five touchdowns while Biletnikoff hauled in 13 for 192 yards 
and four TDs. Both players signed professional contracts on 


the field at the completion of the game. 

‘Oklahoma claimed the first break of the day as Tensi was 
intercepted. The Sooners marched to the Seminole 34 but 
on third down FSU defensive back Howard Ehler picked off 
an OU pass and sailed 63 yards for the initial touchdown. 
Later in the quarter the Sooners came back to claim the lead 
7-6 but that lead lasted only as long as it took the Tribe to 
move 90 yards. 

Phil Spooner was instrumental in the drive and Tensi con- 
tinued to pick the OU defense apart. From the 15, Tensi hit 
Biletnikoff for a 12-7 lead. Twice more before the inter- 
mission, Tensi found Biletnikoff for touchdowns. The first 
score followed a George D'Allesandro fumble recovery and 
teh second came on a long drive against the clock. The 
halftime score was 24-7. 

Early in the second half Oklahoma recovered a Seminole 
fumble and cut the lead to 24-13, but as the third period 
drew to a close the Seminoles executed an 82-yard drive. 
On the last play of the quarter Tensi hit Don Floyd in the 
‘Oklahoma end zone for the touchdown. 

With 10 minutes left and the score at 30-19 it was time for 
the Seminole defense to take over. Two drives late in the 
game came up short for the Sooners and finally FSU tacked 
on its final TD — a 14-yard Tensi-to-Biletnikoff toss that 
made it 36-19. 


1966 Sun Bowl 
Wyoming 28, Florida State 20 

EL PASO, Tex. (Dec. 24, 1966) — Florida State's 
vaunted passing attack was not enough to overcome a 
stingy Wyoming defense and the Seminoles fell 28-20 in 
their second try for a Sun Bowl tile, 

‘Though the Seminoles got a couple of early breaks it was 
the Cowboys who first drew blood. The initial score came 
on a dim Kiick plunge and the score stood 7-0 at the end of 
the first period. Florida State bounced back, however, as Bill 
Moreman fell on a Vic Washington fumble and FSU had the 
ball at the Wyoming 49. From there Kim Hammond found 
Ron Sellers for the tying touchdown. 

‘The Seminoles managed to grab the lead in the game 

before the intermission. This time Hammond hit T. 
K. Weatherall behind the Cowboy secondary for a 54-yard 
scoring strike. At the half it was 14-7, 

It didn’t take long for the Cowboys to tie the score. Early 
in the second half Wyoming quarterback Rick Egloff found 
Jerry Marion for a 39-yard touchdown. Late in the third 
quarter the Cowboys went ahead to stay. Klick, who gained 
135 yards on 23 carries, picked up 43 of them on a touch- 
down run that gave the Cowboys a 21-14 lead. 

Florida State made a last-ditch attempt to regain a part of 
the lead as time ticked away in the final quarter. Hammond 
hit Ron Sellers in Wyoming territory. As the lanky receiver 
was hit, he fumbled the ball and it was recovered by team- 
mate Chip Glass at the Cowboy five. But the tenacious 
‘Wyoming defense held in the final three minutes, From 
there Wyoming used a pair of 15-yard penalties and the 
running of Klick to drive to the FSU 14 in the waning 
minutes. Egloff scampered into the end zone for the final 
‘Cowboy touchdown. 


1967 Gator Bowl 
Florida State 17, Penn State 17 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. (Dec. 30, 1967) — Penn State 
jumped to a commanding 17-point lead at intermission but 


Florida State battled back in the second half to gain an 
exciting 17-17 tie. 

‘The Seminoles received the kickoff but were stalled at the 
Penn State 25. The Lions fumbled after one play but an 
intercepted pass gave them the ball back and they got the 
first score on a 27-yard field goal by Tom Sherman in the 
closing minutes of the first quarter. 

Late in the second period Sherman passed to Jack Curry 
on a 10-yard touchdown play and then came back to hit 
All-America tight remaining in the half. The Seminoles were 
completely stopped before intermission as Penn State threw 
up a stingy defense that kept Kim Hammond and his mates 
at bay. 

The momentum changed in the second half, however. 
Penn State received the kick but was forced to punt. The 
Tribe drove quickly to the Lion one but couldn't punch the 
balll in. However, on the next series, the Lions gambled on 
fourth down at their own 15 and the Seminole defense held. 
Three plays later Hammond passed to Ron Sellers for the 
inital Florida State score. 

When Lion halfback Charlie Pittman fumbled the ball on 
the kickoff the Seminoles were back in business at the Penn, 
State 22. Passes to Sellers and Bill Moreman moved the ball 
to the one and from there Hammond took it on himself to 
cut the lead to 17-14. 

With just over a minute to play in the game, Hammond 
directed a picture-perfect drive from the Seminole 31 to the 
Penn State 15. There Florida State was faced with a fourth: 
and-five situation with 17 seconds remaining. Coach Bill 
Peterson decided to go for the sure three points and a tie 
rather than to risk a 17-14 loss. Grant Guthrie booted the 
field goal and the 1967 Gator Bowl had co-champions. 


1968 Peach Bowl 
Louisiana State 31, Florida State 27 

ATLANTA, Ga. (Dec. 30, 1968) — Competing in its fourth 
consecutive bowl game Florida State couldn't outscore 
Louisiana State and the Seminoles fell 31-27 in a soggy 
game that initiated Atlanta's Peach Boul. 

‘The Seminoles had been considered a slight favorite in 
the game until the teams took the field for the pre-game 
‘warmups. It was at that point that the rain began to fall and 
it didn't let up until the final minutes of the contest played at 
Georgia Tech's Grant Field. 

Despite the rain, the Seminoles wasted little time getting 
‘on the scoreboard. LSU won the toss but the Tigers bobbled 
the ball and FSU's John Crowe pounced on the loose ball at 
the Tiger 36. Tom Bailey swept around right end on the 
game's first play from scrimmage and went all the way for 
ihe touchdown 

That was the only score of the first period, however, as 
the heavy rain hampered both teams. In that first period, the 
Seminoles recovered two more LSU fumbles and inter- 
cepted a Tiger pass. 

Early in the second period Bill Cappleman capped a 75- 
yard drive with a 21-yard touchdown pass to Bill Gunter 
that gave the Tribe a 13-0 lead. LSU's first score came 
midway through the second period on a 39-yard punt return 
of stray Bill Cheshire kick A 32-yard field goal in the 
‘waning minutes of the half cut the Seminole lead to 13-10 at 
intermission. 

The Tigers came back in the third period and a 
pair of Wchdouns Soked ther '@ 2 24°13 lod But the 
‘Seminoles were not finished. A fourth-quarter Cappleman to 
Sellers pass brought Florida State within five and with 6:15 
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let in the game they went on top 27-24 with a Capple- 
man-Sellers aerial and a two-point conversion pass to Chip 
Glass. 


1971 Fiesta Bowl 
Arizona State 45, Florida State 38 

TEMPE, Ariz. (Dec. 27, 1971) — In one of the most 
dazzling offensive shows in bowl history Arizona State 
‘managed to score with 34 seconds remaining in the game 
and capture the first-ever Fiesta Bowl 45-38, 

Over 51,000 partisan Arizona State fans crowded into 
‘Sun Devil Stadium and Ray Scott was on hand to call the 
shots over a 140-station TV network. Florida State's initial 
drive stalled and Arizona State wasted no time In grabbing a 
7-0 lead. FSU's Barry Smith brought the kickoff back 49 
yards and like lightning Gary Huff and his mates tied the 
score. Huff's passes put the Tribe at the one and from there 
Paul Magalski slammed home. 

Thirty-two points went on the board in the second 
quarter. The locals drew first blood but soon a field goal by 
Frank Fontes moved the Seminoles to within one at 14-13, 
‘The momentum seemed to swing to Florida State as it raced 
63 yards on a later drive and added a two-point conversion 
to lead 21-14. With just over two minutes left in the half 
ASU's Danny White hit Steve Holden for a 55-yard scoring 
pass that tied it at 21-21. 

But, at that point the Seminoles proved they had come to 
play. Huff put on a brilliant passing display, hitting Gaydos 
for 46 yards to the Sun Devil 10. With time running out, 
Rhett Dawson snared his second touchdown pass of the day 
to give the Tribe a 28-21 lead at halitime. 

‘The third quarter was all Arizona State. Holding the ball 
almost the entire quarter, the Sun Devils put 10 points on 
the board and led 31-18 heading into the final stanza. Early 
in that last quarter Florida State culminated a 75-yard drive 
with a field goal to tie the game 31-31. On an exchange of 
punts, Holden hurt the Seminoles again. This time he re- 
fumed a Dwane Carroll punt 63 yards for a touchdown, 


Florida State came back to tie the game again as Dawson 
made a sensational touchdown grab between two defenders 
With 4:44 left in the contest. 

‘A final ASU drive resulted in a Woody Green score with 
34 seconds left to provide the final margin. 


1977 Tangerine Bowl 
Florida State 40, Texas Tech 17 

ORLANDO, Fla. (Dec. 23) — Florida State, making its 
first bowl appearance in seven years, demolished Texas 
Tech, 40-17, in the 32nd Tangerine Bowl. 

A record-breaking crowd of 44,502 witnessed almost total 
domination by the Seminoles, who became the only 
Division I school currently playing major college football in 
Florida to achieve 10 victories in a single season. 

FSU jumped ahead with 5:50 remaining the opening 
quarter on a 23-yard Dave Cappelen field goal. It stayed 
that way until Mike Mock of Texas Tech evened the count 
with a 24-yarder early in the second quarter. At that point, 
however, the Seminoles took over. It was a 93-yard kickofi 
retum by Lary Key following the Tech field goal that gave 
the Seminoles the lead for good. 

Later in the same quarter, quarterback Jimmy Jordan 
found tight end Grady King on a 37-yard scoring pass that 
boosted the Seminole lead to 16-3 at intermission. 

The Seminoles continued to add to their cushion in the 
third quarter. First Jordan found Mike Shuman with a 40- 
yard scoring toss. Next Cappelen booted a 22-yard field 
goal. That made it 27-3. 

‘Tech retumed to the board with 7:46 remaining in the 
quarter on a 44-yard scoring pass to make it 27-9. The 
‘count remained that way until Wally Woodham found Roger 
Overby on a 15-yard scoring toss to increase the Seminole 
lead with just 3:34 left. 

‘Neither team was through yet, however. Tech came back 
to score on a 21-yard run by Billy Taylor and with just 48 
seconds remaining, FSU completed the scoring on a 44-yard 
pass involing Woodham and Chip Sanders. (2 
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This Is Florida State 


Florida State University — the home of more than 20,000 
Seminoles — has a campus that starts at the top of one of

Founded in 1857 as the Serninary West of the Suwannee.

Today. its 14 schools and colleges offer students the 
‘opportunity to pick and choose from more than 100 career 
options offered in arts and sciences, business communica 
tion, criminology, dance, education, home economics, law, 
library science, music, nursing, social sciences, social work, 
theater and visual arts programs 

The University is a member of the Academic Common 
Market and has overseas study centers in Florence, London 
and the Panama Canal Zone, Summer programs of study 
are offered in law at Oxford, in hotel and restaurant admin 
istration in Switzerland, and in comparative studies of eco: 
omic and social systems in Yugoslavia. 
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The location of FSU in the Capital City of Florida offers 
lunusual opportunities for study and research in the social 
and policy sciences, and an optimum environment for in: 
temships and on-the-job learning experiences for students in 
many fields of study. 

‘One such program at Florida State is the Policy Sciences 
Center. It combines teaching and research in politics, eco- 
nomics and other social sciences to provide information and 
analysis for state government leaders, including the Gov- 
emor, the Legislature and agency staff members, Already 
achieving national prominence, the Center studies and eval: 
uates such topics as taxation, economic development, 
population, land use, family planning and human resources 
Surveys conducted by the Center help legislators and others 
‘assess trends and changes in public opinion 

The University operates major lal y facilities for nu- 
clear, marine and computer research, The Florida State nu 
clear physics laboratory is ranked one of the top four in the 
nation by the National Science Foundation, Because of this 
ranking, it has been recommended for higher funding, 

Florida State is also the home of the Flying High Circus, 
the only collegiate circus in the United States. The Circus 
has delighted audiences the world over with breathtaking, 
highly-skilled performances that rival professional circ 
The student performers have earned a national reputation as 
2 high-cabber student troupe. Their traveling show is pr 
marily an aerial and stage presentation with approximately 
90 students performing during a two-hour show:

F. SLIGER 
President 


Dr. Bemard F. Stiger, the popular president of Florida 
State University, is now in his fourth year as the Number 
One fan of the Seminoles. 

Known as “Bernie” to friends, Dr. Sliger has eamed a 
reputation as a proponent of winning athletic teams com- 
plementing winning academic programs. Under his leader- 
ship, for the fist time in history last year the Athletic Depart- 
ment contributed $100,000 to the new Eminent Scholar 
Program fund to go toward the eventual creation of en- 
dowed chairs, Sliger also steered another $8,500 from ath- 
letics to the National Merit Scholar Fund. 

President Sliger is particularly proud that last season's 
athletic teams produced eight All-Americans and that every 
competitive team except one had winning seasons. The 
highlights were the football team’s 11-0 season and Orange 
Bowl bid, the basketball team's invitation to the NCAA play- 


PHILLIP R. FORDYCE 
Acting Athletic Director 


Phillip R. Fordyce has served as Florida State's acting 
athletic director since the departure last December of John 
Bridgers. 

Fordyce is scheduled to remain in the role until the con- 
clusion of the current football season when President 
Bernie Sliger has said he will appoint someone full time to 
the post. 

Supervising the overall operation of the athletic depart- 
ment is a new role for Fordyce, who was previously in. 
volved in the overall administration of the university. Prior 
to accepting the role of acting athletic director, Fordyce was 
assistant chief executive officer and director of international 
programs for Florida State 

{As assistant chief executive officer, Fordyce did monitor 
the functions of the athletic department and report on its 
operations to the president. 
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offs and the baseball team's Metro conference championship 
and participation in the NCAA. These were followed by the 
track team being ranked number three in the nation. 
Women's sports continued their climb and all teams except 
‘one had winning seasons. 

Although President Sliger now classifies himself as “an 
energetic spectator," during his high school days in his 
hometown of Trout Creek, Mich., he was a member of the 
basketball, track and football teams. He later retumed to 
coach the latter two teams and teach math there, following a 
three-year tour of duty with the Army during World War I. 

Dr. Sliger, who came to FSU as its executive vice prest 
dent in the spring of 1972, was formerly executive director 
of the Louisiana Coordinating Couneil for Higher Education. 
His background as an educator includes 19 years as a facul- 
ty member and administrator and sports fan at Louisiana 
State University 


‘An economist and scholar in the special fields of economic 
theory and public finance, he frequently serves as a consul: 
tant to private and public commissions, most recently as 
chairman of Gov. Reubin Askew's Economic Advisory 
Council. He was a member and chief consultant of the Gov- 
emor of Louisiana's tax study committee in 1968, and 
served a year as Louisiana Commissioner of Administration 
and Chief Budget Oificer. In the latter capacity, he had to 
oversee the costs of constructing Louisiana's Superdome. 

Dr. Sliger is the author of a text on “Public Finance,” frst 
Issued in 1964 and revised in 1970, and presently used in a 
number of colleges and universities. 

He and his wife, Greta, have two sons, Paul and Sten, 
and two daughters, Nan and Greta. 


Fordyce has held numerous positions since coming to 
Florida State as an assistant professor of science education 
in 1963, He has also served as an associate professor of 
science education and professor of comparative develop- 
mental education studies and science education. 

‘Administratively Fordyce has held the slot of assistant 
chief executive officer and director of intemational pro- 
grams since September, 1977. Other administrative roles 
he has held include special assistant to the president, pro- 
vost for the division of professional schools and colleges 
‘and dean for the college of education. 

Currently he is a member of eight different university 
committees. He is a voting member of the Summer Ses- 
sion Advisory Committee and Calendar Committee. He is 
an ex officio member on six other committees including the 
athletic committee. 

Fordyce is also an accomplished writer. He has pub- 
lished numerous journal articles, a research report and writ- 
ten a textbook: LIFE: A QUESTION OF SURVIVAL. 

‘Since coming to the athletic department Fordyce has 
spearheaded an effort to obtain $6.8 million from the state 
of Florida for the construction and renovation of athletic 
facilities, This project will include the rewiring of Doak 
Campbell Stadium, construction of new administrative 
offices and the building of an olympic size swimming pool. 

He also has obtained approval to hire an assistant ath: 
letic director, a second assistant sports information director 
and promotions for the department.

6:28 remaining lifted the Seminoles to a 
come-from-behind 17-14 victory over a

Playing in front of 45,467 fans — the 
largest opening night crowd in FSU history 
— the Seminoles were behind 14-3 as the 
fourth quarter began. 

FSU's offense, billed as one of the na- 
tion’s finest, had been an opening night 
flop and as Coach Bobby Bowden said la- 
ter, “it was the worst case of stage fright 
Tve seen by an offense in my entire life.” 

But luckily for FSU. its defense was in 
top form. With 11:40 remaining, come 
bback Monk Bonasorte blocked a Souther 
Mississippi punt and the 19th ranked Semi- 
roles took over at the Eagle 15. 

‘Three plays later, on a fourth-and-3 from 
the 8, quarterback Jimmy Jordan found 
Jacksonville's Jackie Flowers on a perfectly 
thrown touchdown pass to narrow the gap 
to 14-9. The two-point conversion attempt 
failed. 

‘The Seminole defense then took over, 
forcing the Eagles to punt deep in their own, 
temitory. 

‘And there was Gary Henry. 

‘Six previous times, he called for a fair 
catch with not a player within 10 yards of 
him, On his last two fair catches, the crowd 
vigorously voiced their disaproval. 

But for Henry, No. 7 was lucky. 

He caught the ball on the FSU 35, tip- 
toed down the sidelines for about 10 yards, 
got one crunching block from Ed Richard- 
son, then cut across the field untouched for 
the score. This time the two point conver- 
sion attempt — a pass to Flowers — was 
successful and the Seminoles had them- 
selves the 17-14 victory. 

“Gary just didn't use good judgement on 
those six fair catches,” said Bowden, whose 
team is now 1-0 with a crucial game against 
Arizona State coming up Saturday in Tam- 
pa. “I don't know why he didn't run them

WOW! FSU wins big

TAMPA—Florida State could not have 
played any better. 

The offense. led by quarterbacks Jimmy 
Jordan and Wally Woodham. shot holes in 
Arizona State's highly regarded defense 

The defense totally dominated the Sun 
Devil's famed and feared offense. 

Itwasn't a contest. 

The Seminoles, coming off a lackluster 
performance against Southem Mississippi 
last week, put it all together here Saturday 
night and walloped Arizona State, 31-3, be- 
fore a rain-drenched crowd of 33,484. 

“Like the commercial says, “Thanks, 1 
needed that.” commented a relieved Flor- 
fda State Coach Bobby Bowden. 

“Tm happy overall,” he continued. “Our 
offense came around, especially the run- 
ning game, and our defense was again just 
Incredible.” 

The Florida State defense held the Sun 
Devils’ highly publicized offense to an ane: 
‘mic 123 yards in total offense, forcing 10, 
fumbles and coming up with two inter- 
ceptions, both by free safety Monk Bona- 
sone. 


The Seminoles’ offense. which coughed 
and sputtered last week, amassed 333, 
yards in offense, 225 through th 

Tailback Greg Ramsey. getting his fist 
Sart in two seasons, led the Seminoles’ 
running attack with 59 yards, 50 of them 
coming on one play that set up Florida 
State's second touchdown, 

Bruising fullback Mark Lyles continued 
his steady play, rushing for 56 tough yards, 
many of which came on key third down 
plays. 

Arizona State, meanwhile, managed just 
rine completions in 28 attempts for 92 
yards. 

The running game, totally smothered by 
the Seminole defense. netted 31 yards on 
43 attempts 

“We really needed a win like this,” said 
Bowden, whose Seminoles are now 2-0 on 
the year. "We needed a big effort after last 
week’ 

Arizona State Coach Frank Kush, paying 
his respect to Bowden's squad. chipped in, 
“We got our butts kicked by @ damn good 
football team. They deserve all the credit in 
the world. That's one fine team... . as good 
2 defense and offense T've seen in quite 
some time. 

“I'm not writing off our season,” Kush, 
now 0-2, added “We have 10 games left 
We're just going to have to work harder.”” 

Woodham, who played the first and third 
quarters, completed 6 of 11 for 70 yards 
and a touchdown — an 18 yarder to Jackie 
Flowers late in the first quarter. Jordan 
was 12-or-23 for 155 yards and two scor- 
ing strikes — 8 yards to Grady King and 15 


to Ricky Williams.

Less than three minutes later, the Semi- 
roles were on the board again, marching 
58 yards on four plays. 

Ramsey started the drive with a brillant 
50-yard dash to the Arizona State 8 yard 
line. Lyles then took charge, smashing the 
line for gains of 3 and 4 yards before going 
‘over from the 1. 

Cappelen was again perfect on his point 
after attempt, this one from 35 yards out 
after a Florida State holding penalty.

‘Simmons, who was all over the field, hit 
Newton Wiliams at the line of scrimmage, 
jarred the ball loose and pounced on it at 
thes. 

On first-and-goal, Jordan, receiving ex- 
cellent pass protection, hurled a high- 
arching scoring stike to tight end Grady 


King. 

Cappelen booted the extra point, send- 
Ing the Seminoles into the locker room with 
4 Somewhat surprising 24-point lead, 

Simmons led an aroused Florida State 
defense, which held the usually potent Af- 
zona State offense to just 26 yards in the 
first halt 

That defense continued to dominate the 
Sun Devils in the third quarter. 

‘Arizona State, however, did manage to 
score three points the first ime it got lis 
hand on the ball 

‘With Malone back at the helm, the Sun 
Devils drove from their own 38 to the Flor 
ida State 22 from where Scott Peterson 
Kicked a 39-year field goal at the 9:56 
mark. 

With Woodham back in the game for 
FSU, the Seminoles threatened to add to 
their 24 points, but with a drive, which 
started at their own 18, fizled out at the 
‘ASU 28 when Woodham fired an incom- 
plete pass on a fourth-and-two play.

The 40-23 
devastation against a team that has won, 
here in each of the last five times its has 
invaded the state capitol represents the 
largest point total the Seminoles have rack- 
fed up in two seasons. dating back to the 
40-17 Tangerine bowl win over Texas 
Tech. 

Ranked 14th in both wire service polls 
entering the contest. the question now 
arises, “Where to next?” Three teams 
ahead of the Seminoles — Pittsburgh (13), 
Notre Dame (Sand Penn State (6) were all 
upset victims. The Seminoles, despite not 
playing one of their more consistent games, 
scored 40 points against 2 1-0 Miami team 
that easily defeated Louisville, one week 
earlier 

“We did better tonight” Coach Bobby 
Bowden said, slumping behind his leather 
office chair. “I thought we were in control 
Cf the football game. I don't know the stats 
— how many our defense scored or set up 
for us — but it sure feels like a lot 

“Like I told the boys. The Notre Dames, 
the Alabamas, the Oklahomas ... the de 
fense wins it for them. The offense just 
keeps in the game.” 

No doubt was left in the FSU locker 
room the the Seminoles now deserve a 
spot in the nation’s elite In the words of 
fullback Mark Lyles, who ground out 85 
yards and two touchdowns, “There should

Bowden, putting the load on his highly 
touted defense immediately, won the tos: 
and elected to kick off to the nation’s 
second-ranked passing offense, led by Mike 
Rodrigue, a cocky sophomore who was 
brought up five fly pattems from the FSU 
feld house. His daddy, Ted, is an ex- 
Seminole star and his brother, Mars. was 
‘on the opposite sidelines, wearing the Gar 
net and Gold of the Seminoles. 


After ripping off a first down on three 
‘straight running plays directed at Simmons. 
Rodrigue sprinted out left on an option, 
started to turn the comer and then hurled & 
phantom pitchout to nobody but an as- 
tonished back judge. Herring recovered on, 
the 19-yard ine. 

Fullback Mark Lyles started to break the 
Seminoles of their early-game bad habits, 
busting two runs of seven and five yards, 
giving Florida State a first-and-10 on the 
yard line.

BATON ROUGH, La. — Jimmy Jordan 
started his frst game of the season for Flor- 
fda State Saturday afternoon because 
coach Bobby Bowden spotted some weak- 
‘nesses in the Louisiana State secondary. 

‘And Jordan made his coach look like a 
genius. throwing for 312 yards and three 
touchdowns as the Seminoles beat LSU 
24-19 in what had been termed the most 
important game in schoo! history 

twas the seventh straight win this season 
for the Seminoles, their 11th over a two- 
season span and should improve their 
national rankings of seven (United Press In- 
ternational) and eight (Associated Press) 

The victory also enables Florida State to 
be considered a prospect for a major bow! 
bid. Saturday's regionally televised game 
was played before scouts from nine of the 
post-season bowls, including the Sugar and. 
the Orange. 

“I think we established ourselves today,”” 
said Bowden. “it isn't easy to win down 
here, and I'm suspecting now that we are 
‘s00d enough to be ranked in the top five.” 

Bouden said he decided Monday to start 
Jordan, who has played almost equal 
amounts of time with Wally Woodham this 
season but who had not started a game. 

“Jimmy doesn't get excited." said Bow- 
den, referring to the legendary crowd noise 
at Tiger Stadium. “Nothing bothers him, 
plus he’s been @ good TV player. We de- 
‘ided to go with the strong arm, and Jimmy 
{s the one with the strongest arm 

Jordan’s assignment was to exploit the 
LSU secondary, which Bowden believed 
played aggressively enough and close 
‘enough to the line of scrimmage for the 
Seminoles to get their receivers deep. 

Of the 14 passes Jordan completed in 31 
‘attempts, most were thrown deep. The frst 
touchdown pass to Platt wes only 2 three- 
vyarder, but the other two were bombs of 53, 
yards to Hardis Johnson and 40 yards to 
Jackie Flowers, 

But it stil took @ 31-yard field goal by 
David Cappelen, who had missed an easy 
27-yarder in the first half. to clinch the vic- 
tory for the Seminoles.

Florida State got a break on LSU's 
second offensive play when Jude Heman- 
dez fumbled and Bonasorte recovered at

Jordan completed 2 25-vard pass to 
Flowers at the nine on a third-and-12 play, 
and three plays later, he threw short to Platt 
‘cutting across the middle of the end zone 
from three yards out. With just over three 
minutes elapsed. FSU had the lead. 

It looked as if the lead would be ex- 
panded when Florida State drove from its 
28 to the LSU 10. the big play coming on a 
44-yard pass to Flowers But the drive 
sialled and Cappelen came on to try what, 
for him, should have been an automatic 
field goal. But it just missed to the right. 

‘That was a signal that things were about 
to go wrong for the Seminoles.

Part of this could be attrbuted to the 
punting of Rohn Stark, who got Florida 
State out of serious trouble with a 49-yard 
ppunt from his oun 12 and then rolled the 
ball dead twice at the LSU six and four 
yard lines.

FSU escapes Cincinnati 26-21

CINCINNATI — Lazurus has company. 
Florida State University's Seminoles, like 
the biblical charecter, rose from the dead 
hhere Saturday, and the guardian angels 
‘who rolled away the stones from the tomb 
of defeat were fullback Mark Lyles, quarter- 
back Wally Woodham, and a bevy of des- 
perate defenders 

Television's Lazarus Syndrome doesn’t 
dare compare with this FSU resurrected 
Version, either in terms of ratings or arous 
al. What was to be a rout was a rocky 26- 
21 comeback for the sixth-rated 
Seminoles over a determined University of 
Cincinnati Bearcat team that carried a 21- 
7 lead into the fourth quarter. 

“I had a great alibi ready.” FSU Coach 
Bobby Bowden said after his team scored 
three quick final-period touchdowns. “Then 
those crazy guys went out and won the 


seme! 

Those were the same crazy guys who 
appeared to be choking on an orange — 
until the final burst provided Seminoles 
with an 8.0 record and continuing hope for 
a bid to a major bowl game and with their 
11th straight victory over two seasons and 
29th win in thei last 34 games. 

“They're stil a very serious part of our 
plan,” Orange Bowl scout Ben Benjamin, 
fone of two Miami representatives present. 
said. “This doesn’t scare us They showed 
‘alot of character. They were beaten in the 
third quarter. But this is a team, I've made 
the comment Florida State is going to a ma- 
jor boi. I still say it” 

FSU's players, however, reacted in the 
middle quarters as i they didn't want to go 
to any bowl Cincinnat scored on each of 
its three possessions, especially alter they 
intercepted a Jimmy Jordan pass at their 
‘own 30 and recovered a Lyles fumble at 
their own 11 in the third quarter. 

But someone, somewhere, they decided 
to insert last season’s script. which also pro- 
duced an identical 26-21 win in a come- 
back manner. 

Last year Sam Platt caught a 54-yard 
bomb with 1:29 left for the victory. 

This time, it was an S-yard run off right 
tackle by tailback Mike Whiting that pro- 
duced the winning points with 1:38 left be- 
fore a Nippert Stadium turnout of 14,539. 

Whiting’s winner, however, was set up 
by the game's most significant plays. Soph- 
omore Gary Henry returned a punt 38 
yards behind a wall left to the Cincinnati 
40, and one play later Woodham threw 3 
‘swing pass to Lyles, who trampled 31 yards 
to the nine.

Touchdown drives covering 51 yards on 
17 plays and 65 yards on 10 plays in the 
final quarter put FSU in winning position.

“This was our best team effort of the 
year — no question about it,” said FSU 
‘nose guard Ron Simmons, who helped 
limit South Carolina, ranked 19th, to 51 
vyards passing and nine fist downs. 

“L have to say that for the first time this

FSU scored on four field goals by Dave 
Cappelen, including a 51-yarder, and reais- 
tered its two TDs on 3 one-yard run by 
fullback Mark Lyles on its opening series 
and on a seven-vard pass from Jordan to 
‘Sam Childers in the fourth quarter.

TALLAHASSEE — Florida State spent 
fone quarter celebrating its upcoming 
Orange Bow! tip Saturday night beiore 
geting its mind back on matters of im- 
mediate importance. 

‘Then the Seminoles exploded in Mem- 
phis State's face, humiliating the Tigers 65- 
17 for their 10th consecutive victory of this 
season and their 14th In a row over a two- 
vyear span, 

For fifth-ranked FSU. it was the second- 
highest point total in School history. sur- 
passed only in 2 74-0 trouncing of Whiting 
Field in 1949 when the program was stil 
considered small-college. 

At the end of one quarter. 4.6 Memphis 
State was in a 3-3 tle, and it sounded funny 
‘when Florida State coach Bobby Bowden 
seid later, “I thought we might get beat.” 

But Bowden was serious. “I mean it.” he 
said. “I think we had our minds on other 
things in that first quarter; then we started 
throwing and catching.” 

As it was, the Orange Bowl, which had 
extended Florida State its first "Big Four” 
‘boul invitation ever a few hours earlier, left 
Doak Campbell Stadium happy. 

“I think the Orange Boul should be hap- 
py.” said Bowden. “Tonight , we did what 
we did best, and, as hot as we were, we 
could have gotten more.” 

Bowden said he was confident prior to 
the game that Florida State would turn in 
an impressive performance. “There wes no 
reason not to play wel,” he said. “We got 
the big bowl bid we wanted, and that was 
all behind us.

Florida State's football team is 11-and-0 
but it was more like 11-and-oh-my-good- 
ness in one of the world’s longest games 
here Saturday afternoon. 

t was three hours and 12 minutes of 
‘sweat and incredible tension as the Serni- 
roles pulled one out 27-16 over the aggra- 
vated, aroused Alligators of Florida. 

Florida. 0.9-1 now. played like winners 
all the way. 

‘A crowd of 58,263 and millions more 
‘watching on national television saw one of 
the best games of 22-year series on a 
‘warm, weather-perfect day. 

“It'was a heckuva ball game,” said a 
happy Bobby Bowden as he talked in the 
akterglow of his first perfect coaching sea- 
son. "You gotta give them credit. They just 
‘wouldn't let us put it away, 

“But we played a ball game, too, and we 
have not lost. Somebody might tie I1-and- 
0, but you can't beat it!” 

Florida State put it away with 1:10 left in 
the game when remarkable Mark Lyles 
pounded into the end zone from three 
vyards out for the touchdown that wrought 
the final score 

The game may well have tumed on a 
controversial play that Gator followers will 
talk about for long time. 

With the Seminoles leading 17-10 with 
less than five minutes left in the game, Flor- 
ida had the ball inside its own 10.

MIAMI — Julius Caesar Watts divided 
Florida State's defense into three parts 
Tuesday night 

The stick Oklahoma quarterback ran past 
FSU's linebackers for a 61-yard touch- 
down. He pitched out to Billy Sims on a. 
brillant downfield execution for a 34-yard 
scoring play. He faked the Seminoles out- 
side and handed off to Stanley Wilson in- 
side for 2 five-vard TD. 

The result was a convincing 24-7 Sooner 
thumping of the Seminoles in the Orange 
Bowl to end a Cinderella season. 

Oklahoma's greyhound-swift, defenders 
harrassed PSU's tandem quarterbacks Wal- 
ly Woodham and Jimmy Jordan, forcing 
them to overthrow much of the game. 

Yet, for 17 minutes, it looked as though 
the Seminoles would continue the miracle 
0f 1979, 

They took 2 7-0 lead, had an oppor- 
tunity to double it — but failed. Momentum 
swung toward Oklahoma on the fiving feet 
‘of Watts who was named the game's most 
valuable otfensive player. Bud Hebert, who 
intercepted three passes, eared the de- 
fensive honors. 

Before the game, FSU Coach Bobby 
Bowden had expressed concern about 
Oklahoma's speed. It tumed to reality as 
the Sooners closed down the Seminole of- 
fense in the final three periods, 

FSU wound up its finest season at 11-1 
while Oklahoma matched it with its victory 

For seven FSU seniors who began a 
comeback four years ago at Norman. it was 
A repsat of Suk beg sma when Ohare, 
won 24-9, 

‘AS anticipated, it began with an unusual 
note, Basil Banks raced 59 yards with a 
Rohn Stark punt all the way to the FSU 
10-yard line but fumbled into the end zone 
when hit by Scott Warren. 

Edenbur Richardson claimed the ball for 
FSU and it was just like the game had 
started anew from the 20. An exchange of 
possessions later, FSU marched to its fist 
touchdown. 

Jordan challenged the swift Sooner 
secondary with intermediate routes and 
Mark Lyles ground out 22 yards against the 
‘middle of the Sooner ine. 

Ttwas a 13-play drive of intricate beauty. 

From the Oklahoma 15, Jordan lobbed 
‘one toward the end zone comer and inter- 
ference was ruled when Jim Jimerson ran, 
into FSU’s Jackie Flowers going for the ball 

From the one, Mike Whiting powered 
{nto the end zone and Dave Cappelen 
booted the seventh point. FSU held the ball, 
for 5:08 and it was 7-0 with 3:24 remaining 
in period one. 

Now, FSU was on the verge of dominat- 
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ing. Bobby Butler blocked Mike Keeling’s 
punt and Keith Jones finally claimed it at 
the 17. Jordan and Grady King teamed up 
for 2 first down at the sic-yard line. Then 
‘came confusion, mistakes and change of 
momentum. 

FSU was penalized for delay of game on 
third-and-two from the two-vard line. So 
Jordan found Hardis Johnson at the goal 
line. The freshman caught the ball, 
squirmed for the end zone, appeared to 
penetrate the plane, then lost the ball, FSU 
recovering around the four. 

‘The closest official signaled complete at 
the one-foot line and the Seminole players 
yelled to the bench to “go for it” 

It was one of those plays with several 
options. It could have been a touchdown, 
(or FSU's ball at the one or the four. 

However, another official overruled th 
call, and the referee signaled an incomplet 
pass It was fourth down from the seven. 
FSU took a deliberate delay penalty to get 
2 better kicking game angle for Dave Cap- 
pelen’s field goal. 

He never had a chance. Usually reliable 
Rick Stockstil fumbled the snap and Cap- 
pelen picked up the loose ball and was 
tackled at the 19. 

Momentum was swinging. 

Billy Sims, held in check at this point, 
slipped to the outside for 25 yards to the 
44. J.C. Watts tossed to James Gilbert for a 
‘ix-yard loss on second down and it looked

‘Momentum was clearly with the Sooners 
now as the second half began and Bobby 
Bowden was trying to figure a way to crank 
up the offense for a repeat of the fist quar- 
ter when the Seminoles dominated. Okle- 
hhoma scored Its two TDs in a lightning one- 
two knockout punch just 36 seconds apart. 

‘The next 15 minutes proved to be offen- 
sively frustrating. 

‘Oklahoma had one penetration into FSU 
temtory erased by a fumble and a second 
stopped by the Seminole defense. 

FSU had its lone excursion into Okla- 
homa tenitory eliminated by an overthrown 
‘Wally Woodham pass. Jackie Flowers was 
alone in the middle around the Sooner 30, 
but the misfire wound up in Hebert's hands 
at the 21 for his second theft of the eve- 
ning.

Simmons protects his real estate

Though he is majoring in business 
administration, one could build a case 
that Ron Simmons, Florida State's All 
‘America nose guard, has a special in 
terest in real estate. 

There are two sections of land par- 
ticularly important in the life of this 
242-pound game breaker. First is the 
comer of a Georgia cemetery where 
Ron's mother and grandmother are 
buried. Those adjacent tombstones 
have provided Ron with a source of 
inspiration and an altar of meditation 
where he has gone to solve many of 
life's nagging problems. 

Second is an area he protects per- 
haps even more jealously — the vast 
expanse of turf in the middle of what- 
ever football field upon which his 
Seminole deiense happens to be de- 
ployed. 

‘A musculer mongoose with railroad 
ties hanging where arms normally 
grow, Ron rules all the terrain between 
the hash marks. It's an area, when 
Simmons is on the field, that is identi- 
fiable by the dense foliage and the 
sounds of erotic birds. It's the kind of 
forbidden territory where a search for 
downed aircraft is aborted after three 
days. You don't take a football into 
Ron's habitat: you take a machete 

‘The result is that the traffic is heavy 
near the sidelines while Ron's area in 
the middle could have pumas roaming 
loose for all the opposition knows. 
What is known is that Simmons roams 
there and that’s enough to dust off all 
your sweeps and reverses and screens 
and anything designed to route the ball 
canier closer to the cheerleaders than 
Ron, 

Confirmation of that theory was pro- 
vided last September when FSU met 
powerful Arizona State in a game 
which, widespread reasoning had it, 
held the blueprint for the Seminole 
season. The Sun Devils inexplicably 
kept running right into Ron's area and 
he was soon wearing their running 
backs as watch fobs. By halftime, usu- 
ally explosive Arizona State was all the 
‘way up to minus six yards rushing and. 
FSU was frolicking toward 2 31-3 
laugher — not to mention a perfect 11- 


0 regular season and the schoo!’s first 
ever New Year's Day bow! bid. 

One wonders who films ASU studied 
in gathering intelligence for that eariy- 
season match. Rivals usually need only 
a few frames of FSU game films to 
reach a universal conclusion: running 
into Simmons zone is no more suicidal 
than skydiving with a pillowcase. 

Rain doesn’t get past Ron, let alone 
a full-grown college student dressed in 
shoulder pads and helmet and double- 
knits of enemy color. Slipping a lamb- 
chop past a wolf would be easier 

“That No. 50 ate our hunch,” frus- 
trated Arizona State Coach Frank Kush 
said of Simmons. “I've never seen one 
man handle an offense like he did. We 
double-teamed him, we triple-teamed 
him, we trapped him, we axed him — 
and he gave us fits.” 

FSU coach Bobby Bowden's pudgy 
jowls settle into a nostalgic smile when 


he looks back on that game. ‘Ron 
probably dominated that game as 
much as any I've ever seen,” he says. 
““A lot of times, defensive people don't 
stand out that much, but Ron does.” 

Simmons combines uncommon 
quickness with strength that has per 
mitted him to bench press a phe- 
nomenal 525 pounds. “He's @ mini- 
atlas,” moaned an Oklahoma State 
offensive lineman following an after- 
noon of frustration trying to keep Sim- 
mons out of the Cowboys’ backfield. 
"No, he's just an Atlas,” 

Simmons’ defensive domination will 
be even more important this year to 
FSU, its offensive firepower defused 
with the graduation loss of heralded 
quarterback combo Jimmy Jordan and 
Wally Woodham. 

‘Most credit Bowden with the remark- 
able reincarnation of Seminole football, 
but the popular, home-spun coach 
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points a stubby finger, instead, at Sim- 
mons. He compares Simmons’ con- 
tribution to FSU's football tumaround 
to that made by Heisman running back 
Tony Dorsett a few years ago at Pitt. 

“T was coaching at West Virginia 
when Dorsett came on the scene at 
Pittsburgh. Pitt was able to reach great- 
ness and I don’t think they could do 
that without Tony,” says Bowden. “It's 
been a lot like that here with Simmons. 
He's tumed our program around like 
Dorseit did at Pit. 

“We're not a one-man defense. But 
Ron has been the type of big-play man 
that other teams have had to con- 
centrate on — double team, triple 
team. And as a result, they've been un- 
able at times to handle our other peo- 


le 

“Without Ron, something would 
have been missing.” 

‘Simmons’ impact was felt right from 
the start. In the 1977 season opener in 
Ron's freshman year, Florida State was 
‘on the verge of an upset at the hands 
of lightly-regarded Southern Missis- 
sippi. But with the Seminoles trailing 
6.0 in the second half, Simmons broke 
through to block a punt that defensive 
end Scott Warren scooped up and con- 
verted into the go-ahead touchdown. 

“No doubt,” says Bowden, “that 
being upset by Southern Miss could 
have gotten things going the wrong 
way for us.” Instead, the Sim- 
mons-inspired escape launched a 10-2 
season that included a Tangerine Bowl 
romp over Texas Tech — FSU's first 
post-season appearance in six years. 

It is no minor coincidence that in the 
four years prior to Simmons’ arrival, 
the Seminoles went 9-35, while in the 
three campaigns since his arrival the 
program has flowered to 29-6, 

That arrival was made possible by 
‘one of Ron's regular visits to the mod- 
‘est cemetery fronting Sand Bed Baptist 
Church on the outskirts of his native 
Warner Robins, Ga. Sensitive and 
deeply religious, he harbors strong 
binds to his mother, who died when 
Ron was in junior high, and to his 
grandmother, who raised him at great 
personal sacrifice before also dying two 
vyears later. In times of personal stress, 
Ron has routinely made the 12-mile 
trip across town to stand in front of the 
‘two graves and discuss aloud his prob 
lems. 

“Yes, I've done that often,” Ron 
says proudly. “They meant so much to 
me, I just get a better. peaceful feeling 
about things when I go there and talk 
about it I was 13 when my mother 
died and a short time later my father 
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just split, don't know where he is and 
haven't seen him since. 

“There were three brothers and 
three sisters and my grandmother tried 
to raise us. Then when I was 15, she 
died and we all had to go separate 
ways. Some went to live with an aunt 
in Detroit. My older brother went to a 
small school in Tennessee and | stayed 
there in Wamer Robins to live with my 
uncle.” 

Last winter, Ron tried to find his 
father while in Hartford, Conn., being 
honored as a member of the Walter 
Camp All-American team. He had 
heard his father lived nearby, but the 
search proved fruitless. If successful, 
Simmons said he was unsure whether 
he would have embraced or abused his 
runaway father. “I'm not really sure 
what my reaction would have been,” 
Ron chuckles. “The fact is that I had 
younger brothers and sisters that had 
to be fed when he split.” 

Ron and one of those brothers, 
John, now a 19-year-old nose guard at 


Eastem Michigan visited those special, 
maternal gravesites in June. “Going 
there and talking to them doesn't mean 
as much to John because he grew up 
in Detroit,"* says Ron. “But it still 
means a lot to me.” 

Those gravesite consultations also 
played a vital role in Simmon’s de- 
cision to sign with Florida State. After 
earning acclaim as Georgia's best 
schoolboy lineman, the pressures from 
college recruiters became suffocating 
Wamer Robins is a hotbed of support 
for University of Georgia football and a 
number of local businessmen applied 
pressure through Ron's uncle to ditch 
his stated intentions of going to FSU 
and sign, instead, with the Bulldogs, A 
midwest school plied this young man of 
‘modest means with lucrative, but illegal 
offers. 

Only after repeated “discussions” at 
the cemetery, standing there in solitude 
in front of those two cherished tomb: 
stones, did Simmons decide to stick 
with his choice of FSU. G2

Sims Won’t Forget Butler

Early last summer, after being named to yet another All- 
America team, Ron Simmons slipped away to Connecticut 
for the usual coat-and-tie awards ceremony. Charles White, 
Lam Jones and all the regulars were in attendance. And so 
to0, of course, was Billy Sims of Oklahorna.

Unfortunately for the Tallahassee contingent, Sims 
proved to be everything they said he was: quick. elusive and 
strong. Yet the 170-pound Butler, as he had all season, 
‘waged a battle on every down. 

He finished the season with 79 solo tackles — a fair share 
for any defensive back. It was against Mississippi State All 
SEC wide receiver Mardye McDole that Butler — the defen. 
der — enjoyed perhaps his best game last fall. McDole. who 
only a year earlier had bumed FSU for two touchdowns and 
175 yards, caught two meaningless passes for 25 yards. 

Butler's toughest enemy, however, has been injuries. Two 
years ago. he donned Johnny Unitas-like high tops after 
injuring his ankle in preseason. It was a lost season. 

“Ol Bobby Butler is deceptive,” says FSU coach Bobby 
Bowden. "He doesn't look like much size-wise, but you 
know he can get the job done.” 

This might be a case where physical appearance is mis- 
leading. Butier has mimicked his teammates. He's eaten the 
extra food and religiously made the daily treks to the weight 
room. But the product has been altered slightly. He's still the 
slender kid. 

It's his foot speed — a team best of 4.33 for 40 yards — 
that is most responsible for allowing him to survive the 
weekly football grind. So it wasn’t a surprise when last sea: 
son drew to a close, and Butler decided to put this speed to 
good use with the Seminole track squad. 

In the third meet of the indoor season, Butler leaped 24-5 
to capture the long jump at the Metro Conference 
Championships in Blacksburg, Va. He returned to Tallahas 
see with both a conference and school-record, and also a 
painful hamstring pull that would curtail his jumping career. 

When the outdoor season rolled around, Butler recuper- 
ated well enough to run the lead-leg on FSU’s impressive

400-meter relay team. Running with Kevin Johnson, Mike 
Roberson and Walter McCoy, Butler and FSU placed third 
(39.1) at the NCAA Championships in Austin, Texas. 

just figured that this year I'd go out and improve my 
speed," he says. 

Suddenly, in the time required to blaze 100 meters, Bob- 
by Butler had become a two-sport man. No Lam Jones or 
Curis Dickey, mind you. But the FSU senior had eared 
himself another plus with the professional scouts. 

“He can run like the devil... very, very fast,” offers New 
York Giants general manager George Young. “Just like 
somebody said to me one time: ‘He's not very big but his 


speed makes him 7-foot tall.’ He's one of these guys who 


‘can make up for his stature with sheer foot speed. 

“If you can run 4.3 that's just unbelievable. The better 
you play the less weight is a problem. A lot of guys (in the 
NFL) are listed as being bigger than they actually are.” 

Like everything, football goes through its cycles. Not too 
long ago every program in the country seemed intent on 
incorporating some facet of the wishbone, then it was the 
veer and more recently college football has rediscovered the 
passing game. 

Woody Hayes recruits one Art Schlicter, and suddenly 
Ohio State introduces the passing Buckeyes. You can state a 
case for similiar conversions at Wake Forest, Minnesota, 
Brigham Young and Michigan State. Many of the so-called 
reborn programs have been successful because of the for- 
ward pass. 

In professional football, Gil Brandt talks about the quick 
deiensive back. According to Brandt, the Dallas Cowboys 
personnel director, Butler fits nicely into the new cycle. 

He's only 170 but we're throwing the ball so much that 
we're looking for a guy who can run with the pass receiv- 
ers,” he says. “If you bring sprinters into the league on 
offense, it's only logical that it affects who you bring in to 
cover them, 

“You run under 4.5 and you excite me. We're in a pass- 
ing cycle. Rules have been changed, things like bumping 
the receiver only once. So you need quicker defensive 
backs 

Butler, the near constant smile adoring his face. nods his 
head in an L-told-you-so fashion. Yes truly, Butler possesses 
something far more rare than brawn and bulk: 
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‘Monk’ comes up with key plays

‘One could not blame Francis Joseph “Monk” Bonasorte if 
he were satisfied 

After a solid high school career at Pittsburgh's Bishop 
Boyle High, a small Class B school, he received no scholar- 
ship offers. 

Somewhat slow of foot and of questionable size at 180, 
Bonasorte received word that an Old Pittsburgh area coach, 
Jack Stanton, was a member of the Florida State staff. After 
playing a year of sandlot football for the Hazelwood Volun- 
teers, Bonasorte arrived on the FSU campus as a walk-on. 

Stanton immediately moved him to the defensive back- 
field, his area of coaching responsibility. The rest is history. 
Bonasorte eamed a letter as a freshman and started as a 
sophomore, intercepting three passes. After undergoing 
knee surgery, he came back to intercept eight passes in 
1979, equalling an FSU record. 

Third team Associated Press All-America honors also 
came his way plus a trip to the Orange Boul via the Semi- 
noles’ 11-0 regular season record. 

Not bad for a walk-on, somebody who was supposed to 
be satisfied if he got to suit up for home games and maybe 
throw a block on the kick return team if the score ever 
reached 48-0 on Homecoming Day. 

“I know a lot of people think I should be satisfied with 
what I've accomplished and what the team has accom: 
plished,” Bonasorte said, “but it can't be that way. Coach 
(Bobby) Bowden is real big on goals and setting them high. 

“Team-wise, the Seminoles were 10th in the nation in 
total defense in 1979. Bonasorte would like to improve on 
that ranking and also whittle down the points allowed per 
game average which was 12.4 in 1979. 

“You know, even though we were 11-0 in the regular 
season and 11-1 overall in 1979, there was stil a lot of 
doubt about whether we deserved to have a record that 
g00d,"" Bonasorte said. “If we can do it again, and that 
‘means we'll have to beat Nebraska and Pittsburgh, we could 
erase all doubts forever. And if we can get the points al- 
lowed average down to seven or eight, that would give us 
an awful good chance of going 11-0 again.” 

Personally, Bonasorte wants to make a first team All- 
‘America unit “It doesn't matter whose, where it's at, when 
or why, I just want to be a first team All-America.” 

Bonasorte doesn’t expect the opposition to throw away 
from his weak safety position because of his reputation. 

“First of all, it's going to be very tough to run against us, 
so the teams are going to have to throw the ball,” he said. 
“If they throw it to Bobby Butler's area, well, he intercepted 
six passes in 1979 and if they throw it to Keith Jones’ area, 
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well, he'll knock somebody's head off. So I expect to be 
seeing some passes and if I can intercept a bunch, | should 
have a good chance to make somebody's first team.” 

rte needs just one more interception in 1980 to tie 
the FSU career record of 12 held by Bobby Jackson. Bow- 
den however, makes the point that Bonasorte’s interceptions 
‘overshadow his other talents — such as tackling. 

“He's played as good as any defensive back in the coun- 
tty, so much of the All-America thing is done with pre- 
season publicity. Monk comes up with a key play in every 
game, How many players in the country do that?” 

Bonasorte makes up for his lack of speed with loads and 
loads of homework. He pores over game films of opposing 
teams and by Saturday, he’s in the right place at the right 
time, 

“I know where the ball is and I'm going to get there 
before the other people,” he said. “My speed isn't that 
great, but | know my way around.” 

Even though he is in line for lofty collegiate honors during 
and after this, his senior season, Bonasorte isn’t looking for a 
lucrative professional contract. National Football League 
scouts, he figures, will opt for the speedy defensive backs 

“It's kind of hard walking on in college, I kind of invited 
myself,” he said, “but it's much tougher to do it in the pros. 
Everything's so different there. But coming from where I did, 
Tm not going to go around moping if I don't play pro foot. 
ball. I'l be happy with what I've done. I just can't look past 
this year. If we get in a big bowl game and win and | make 
any kind of first team All-America, I'll look on it as a success- 
ful career.”

Lanier hopes to exit in style

Ken Lanier became a starter in the Florida State offensive 
line two games into his freshman year, and he admits he 
was “playing scared.” 

Four years later, Lanier is a senior — and still a starter. 
There's nothing to be scared about. Nobody is likely to 
come up and take his job away. 

Yet, Lanier plans to get back to that “playing scared” 
attitude, because he isn't quite satisfied with his improve- 
ment since that freshman year of 1977, 

“When | was a freshman, | was more or less scared,” 
Lanier said. “I was more intense then, and I don't think | 
have had the same intensity since. 

“Now I'm a senior, and | know I have to have it now if 
Tm going to have to go out in style.” 

Lanier at 6-foot-4, 260 pounds in the picture of an offen- 
sive lineman, and his play at tackle is one of the reasons 
Florida State has gone 29-6 and been to two bowl games in 
the last three vears. 

For most of the players who came in under coach Bobby 
Bowden's regime that started in 1976, last year’s 11-0 regu- 
lar season record was the ultimate. 

But, then, Florida State was bounced 24-7 by Oklahoma 
in the Orange Bowl — FSU’s first-ever appearance in one of 
the big four holiday bowls — and those like Lanier who are 
‘coming back realize that the ultimate is yet to come. 

“The 11-0 record helped some.” said Lanier of Florida 
State's emergence into college football's national limelight. 
“But, stil, everybody just judges you on your last game.” 

Such a judgment would not be favorable to Florida State 
despite the Seminoles’ finish solidly in the nation’s top ten. 
And that's why the underclassmen from 1979, like Lanier, 
think the loss in the Orange Bowl gave them incentive to 
improve. 

“I think the loss to Oklahoma will help this team,” said 
Lanier. “A lot of the players thought Oklahoma was just 
another team. and we knew in our minds we could have 
beaten them if we hadn't made a few mistakes 

“We know now we can play that calibers of ball, and this 
year we have the incentive. We open with LSU, and then 
‘we play Pittsburgh and Nebraska (two perennial top 10 
teams), and that gives us the feeling of big time ball 

“Any criticism we got for that loss to Oklahoma, we just 
take that as incentive for this year.” 

Despite his lack of seli-saisfaction, Lanier is one of the 
favorites of Bowden and his coaching staff. In fact, his lack 
of seli-satisfaction could be one of his greatest assets. 

During practice, Lanier constantly questions the quality of 
his own performance and seeks advice from the coaching 
staff on how to do his job better. 

“For the last two years, | don't think I've been playing up 
to my capabilities," he said. “You have to keep making 
adjustments. And last year, I had a few nagging injuries early 
in the season and that threw me off track a lite. 


“But I've been working hard in the off-season, and I'm 
ooking forward to a great year. We want to work hard on 
offense and try to put it together early. | know I can pla 
better, and now it’s just a matter of going out and doing it 

Lanier and all the other members of the Seminoles’ offen- 
sive line face some changes this year. 

For the past three years, the linemen’s most important job 
has been to protect drop-back quarterbacks Jimmy Jordan 
and Wally Woodham, 

But those two, with their similar styles that rarely included 
a scramble, graduated last year, and replacement Rick 
Stockstil is very different. Stockstil, a good runner, will be 
relying much more on a running threat to make the offense 
g0, and the offensive line will have to adjust to this more 
diversified offense, 

‘We know we can run the ball this year,” said Lanier, 

ind all of us (the offensive linemen) will have to be more 
alert. We're going to have to move more so we can tum it 
upfield whenever we have a chance.” 

Lanier is a busy man. He also competes for the Florida 
State track team and holds the school record in the shot put. 

But his mind usually drifts back to football, where he has 
hopes of being drafted into the pros at the end of the 1980 
season. 

And, itis in football where he sets his goals, 

His goal for 1980? 

“Just improve on what I've been doing,” he said. 

It he manages to do that, the Florida State coaching staff 
is going to be most pleased with that particular portion of the 
offensive line. 
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And the search continues. . .

To face Florida State's challenge of the 80s, the national 
championship-type schedules, Bobby Bowden went out 
searching for athletes of the ‘80s. The kind of rawboned, 
strapping player who could run and strike a blow while 
undergoing a controlled frenzy. 

The FSU coach feels he was fortunate to find a solid 
number of “his kind of players” among the 23 freshman 
and one junior college recruits Florida State added to its 
growing program. 

He likes the look of them on the hoof: 11 standing 6-foot- 
3 or taller; and in the head and the heart. 

Tallest of the newcomers are Jim Thompson, a center 
from Midlothian, Va., and Al Carreker, a defensive end from 
‘Columbus. Ohio. Both reach 6-foot-6. Tight end Keith Les- 
ter and defensive end Allen Dale Campbell reach 6-foot-5. 
Only two are under 6-foot and both of them — receiver Eric 
Riley and defensive back Anthony Smiley — can fly. 

Heaviest is 248-pound Jerry Riopelle, a 6-foot-3 tackle 
from Wyandotte, Mich, Lightest are Riley, the track star 
from Fort Myers, and Reggie Webb, a wide receiver/defen- 
sive back from Jacksonville Raines. Both tip the scales at 
165. 

There are even two “litle” brothers who Bowden happily 
describes as helping make this squad a real “family affair.” 
Thompson is the younger brother to rising sophomore 
quarterback Weegie Thompson while John McLean, a 6- 
foot-3 and 217-pound defensive endilinebacker from Cler- 
mont, is the brother of junior Scott McLean. 

If there is one intangible that describes the group best, it 
would be raw athletic ability. 

For example 

Riley, a 3.7 academic student (out of 4.0) who spent time 
at Boys State, was also an outstanding point guard on his 
basketball team and established a state record in the 330- 
yard hurdles (37.70) with a PR of 37.4. 

Offensive lineman Darryl Kershaw, from Columbus, Ohio, 
placed fourth in the Ohio state track meet in the discus with 
a heave of 178-6. 
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Jeff Ledbetter, an unsung 6-foot-4 quarterback from 
Clearwater, was an all-Pinellas County basketball and base- 
ball selection. 

Brian Williams, a super student (3.6) and linebacker out 
of Winter Haven, was a state finalist in wrestling. 

‘Sam Restivo, an all-state linebacker for Jamestown, N.Y., 
doubled as a starter on a solid basketball team. 

‘Campbell, hulking 6-foot-5 and 230-pound speedster, 
doubled as a basketball standout for Taylor County High of 
Perry. Campbell earned Parade Magazine football All- 
‘America honors. 


Lary Hanis, a 197-pound running back, defensive back, 
linebacker, whatever he wants to be, from Gainesville East 
side, was also a basketball star. He missed track to enroll 
rly at FSU where he was a spring sensation, averaging 
nearly 100 yards per scrimmage and gaining 97 yards in the 
Gamet and Gold Game concluding spring dlls. Joining 
Harts in the spring was scholar-athlete David Ponder of 
Cairo, Ga., a 220-pound defensive lineman with honor roll 


grades. 

Carceker, like Campbell, doubled as a basketballer. 

Carl Armstrong, a lanky receiver/defensive back from 
Merritt Island, played basketball and was a track hurdler his 
junior year. 


Anthony Smiley, a compact defensive back from St 
‘Augustine, eamed a state track berth on his team’s 40-yard 
relay and also competed in the long jump and sprints 

Webb, a scholarly receiver/defensive back from Jackson- 
ville Raines, had the speed to run track but played baseball 
instead. 

The one junior college player is Tim McCray, originally 
signed by the Seminoles out of Ware Co. High School in 
Waycross where he gained 2,000 vards. He was the nation's 
leading JuCo rusher this past season.

Seminole Football: A Point of Pride

It was altogether the Year of the 
Seminole. A coveted cup ran over and 
over and over. 

The season of 1979 was the year of 
The Great Dream That Came True — 
2 perfect 11-and-0 regular season 
followed by a first-ever appearance in 
2 New Year's Day bowl. Florida State 
got the one it most wanted, the Orange 
Bowl. 

It was a season of record-breaking 
attendance, and one in which the 
‘Seminoles reaped more than $700,000 
from television and radio revenue plus 
$1,300,000 from that Orange Bowl 
date again Oklahoma. 

‘And it was a year in which Florida 
State enjoyed its highest ever ratings in 
the wire-service polls, No. 4 nationally 
in both AP and UPI balloting before 
the bowls. FSU's No. 6 ranking by AP 
after the bowls was its highest final 
finish ever, 


Spectacular defense contributed most 
to the extraordinary year. In final na- 
tional statistics, that defense was No, 


10 overall, No. 13 against the running 
game. It was another superb season for 
Ron Simmons. the All-America nose 
guard. He had lots of help. 

It was a year in which Florida State 
made few big errors while forcing 
opponents into many. The Seminoles 
lost only eight fumbles all season, and 
only Dartmouth lost fewer (six). FSU 
intercepted 23 passes, and only four 
teams in the country swiped more. 

In winning them all, the Seminoles 
found two opponents not so highly 
rated — Southem Mississippi and 
Cincinnati — maybe the toughest of all 
on the days they played, winning 17 
14 and 26-21. Conversely, highly 
ranked Arizona State fell 31-3 and 
South Carolina 27-7. Perhaps the most 
satisfying victory was 24-19 over a 
good LSU team in Baton Rouge on a 
day that saw quarterback Jimmy 
Jordan at his passing best. And for the 
third year running Florida State beat 
rival Florida (27-16), 

The LSU game was the pivotal one 
— the one that said to most of the 
county that the Seminoles were for 
real! 


It was the year that Bobby Bowden 
was acclaimed national Coach of the 
year by ABC, and the year that he was 
presented with a splendid new contract 
guaranteeing him more than $100,000 
@ year. Terms of the contract may 
bound Bowden to Florida State for as 
Jong as he continues to coach, which 
he has said is exactly what he wanted. 


Football got started at Florida 
State on a point of pride. 


It was Bowden who brought FSU 
from 0-11 in '73 to 11-0 in "79. 

Florida State had gone 8-3 in "78 
despite a horrendous run of crippling 
Injuries 

In the season prior, '77. Florida State 
went 10-2, including a first victory over 
Florida since '67 and a runaway 
triumph over Texas Tech in the 
Tangerine Bowl It was the senior 
season of the incredible Larry Kev, 
who amassed a record 2,953 regular- 
season running yards during his time. 
Running back kicks, catching passes, 
blocking, he finished as the best all 
round back in FSU history. 


Way back yonder, football got 
started at FSU on a point of pride. 


It was just after World War Il. Many 
would-have-been students had gone to 
war as 18-yearolds. Colleges were 
swamped by returning veterans There 
‘was no room for them all 


One of the multiple developments 
that came about was the evolution of 
Florida State into a co-educational 
institution — and the quick birth of 
modem football at the school 


In one form or another, however, 
Florida State had been around for a 
ong time, since 1857 when it was first 
the Seminary West of the Suwanee. 
By 1861 it was Florida State College. 
In the year 1901 Florida State played 
its first football, and the schedule 
included winning games against a 
school that would become the 
University of Florida. 
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at Indiana), and the notable triple-treat 
Bobby Renn, sill regarded by some as 
the best all-round back in Florida State 
history. 

Nugent's last year, 1958, was a 
memorable one. The recotd was 7-4, 
‘but it included a thundering 10-0 upset 
of Tennessee in Knoxville — one of the 
‘two or three biggest victories in Florida 
State history. It also was the first year 
that Florida State played Florida.

Maryland lured Nugent away, 
and the Seminoles hired Perry 
Moss, a Tulsa-reared former 
quarterback who had served as 
an assistant at several schools.

The 4-6 season of 1959 was a 
depressing one.

Still, with many players hurt, 
with morale supposedly shot, the 
Seminoles closed with a gutty 18-8 
loss to a vastly superior Florida team.

Avery Summer, a tackle, instigated the 
move, (During the season that 
followed, the seven got so much 
attention players in the secondary 
came to dub themselves “The 
Forgotten Four.”” 


With high dedication, Florida State 
shut out its first three foes of '64. In the 
fourth game, Kentucky — unbeaten, 
untied, ranked No. 4 in the nation — 
came to town. Florida State startled the 
football world by clobbering the 
Wildcats 48-6. 


That game is rated by many as 
Florida State's greatest victory: 

But “The Seven Magnificents” cried 
alter the game —because Kentucky 
had managed to score on them after 
recovering 2 fumbled punt down deep 
near game's end 


‘The Seminoles’ passing game that 
day was peerless. For the remainder of 
the season it was much — in 
Peterson's words — “like stealing.” 
The regular season ended 8-1-1. the 
lone loss to Virginia Tech. the tie with 
Houston on a day when Biletnikoff was 
hurt. The Seminoles took their first- 
ever victory over Florida 16-7, with 
Biletnikoff scoring on a Tensi bomb 
and Les Murdock kicking three field 


Florida State capped that big 
year by taking Oklahoma apart 
in the Gator Bowl 36-17 as 
Biletnikoff caught four touch- 
down passes.

Another rather unbelievble season 
came in '67. Following a crushing 33- 
13 opening loss at Houston, the 
Seminoles tied Alabama 37-37 in Bir- 
mingham — surely one of the great 
football games of all time. 


It was another sensational passing 
combination — Kim Hammond to Ron 
Sellers — that got the job done. ABC- 
TV was doing a documentary on 
Alabama Coach Bear Bryant at the 
time. The shocking tie at FSU hands 
took up much of the film that was later 
shown on national television. There 
was a memorable moment when 2 
stunned Bryant, his team down 14-0, 
‘was hollering to his players: “What's 
going on out there — what the HELL 
is going on out there!” 


With Sellers and Hammond doing 
their big thing, Florida State won the 
last seven games of '67, then tied Penn 
State 17-17 in the Gator Bowl. 


Going 8-2 in "68, the Seminoles 
again got a bow! bid, playing LSU in 
the Peach. That was the fourth bowl 
for Peterson in a 5-year span. 


The scores and records of those 
early days are clouded, but Florida 
State continued with football through 
1905. The passage of something called 
the Buckman Bill in 1905 meant 
wholesale change in Florida higher 
education. Florida State College 
became Florida Female College, and 
retained that name until 1909 when it 
was rechristened Florida State College 
for Women. 


ae State University was 


born, by act of the state 
legislature, in the spring of 
1947. And by September of that 
year Florida State had its first 
football team of modem time. 
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Alter World War Il the schocl 
became part of the answer for those 
returning veterans, Briefly, there was 
the Tallahassee Branch of the 
University of Florida, set up on what 
was called West Campus — previously 
the site of Dale Mabry Field, where Air 
Force pilots were trained during the 
war. FSCW remained intact a couple 
of miles away, but the TBRUF boys 
attended classes on that campus. 


Ina nutshell, football came to Florida 
State because those returning veterans 
demanded that it come — and as a 
point of pride. The student body, the 
townspeople promptly rallied around 
the cause. That rallying hasn't stopped 
yet 


Reflecting that early pride was a 
famed cheer. One story has it that the 
origin was an impromptu one, with an 
exuberant veteran rising to his feet in 
the stands during one of the first games 
and yelling: “FSU one time! FSU T-W- 
times! FSU T-H-R-E-E times! FSU 
ALLL the damned time!” The stirring 


yell continues unchanged, and has 
been copied by other schools. 


Florida State's first coach was Ed 
Williamson, a Tallahassee native who 
played football at University of Florida 
He agreed to take the job for one year 
only. A five game schedule was hastily 
drawn up. The Seminoles started 
proudly, losing an opening game 14-6 
to Stetson in downtown Tallahassee, at 
old Centennial Field (a block from the 
State Capitol). Stetson was pretty good 
in those days, and fans quickly came to 
expect too much too soon. FSU scored 
only two touchdowns the rest of the 
way, and lost the remaining four 
games. Willamson resigned, as he had 
said he would, at season’s end. 


Florida State hired as his successor 
Don Veller, a soft-spoken gentleman 
and scholar who had a doctorate and a 
distinguished football background. He 
had had been a whiz running back for 
the University of Indiana under the 
great coach, Bo McMillan. 


Operating with a formation called the 
Cockeyed-T, Veller quickly got Florida 
State football on the road. His first 
season was 7-1, his second 9-1, his 
third 8-0 and his fourth 6-2. Hard- 
nosed combat veterans contributed 
significantly to those proud showings. 


Along came Tom Nugent as the next 
coach. An imaginative man, a showman, 
Nugent brought with him capacity for 


creating excitement. He also brought 
with him the “I formation that many 
years later was to become so popular 
all over the country. 


Moving toward the bigtime, 
Florida State started playing 
tougher opposition. In 1952 the 
Seminoles really moved into 
high cotton, and the result was 
a disappointing 1-8-1 record. 
Veller resigned, but remained at 
FSU in a prominent physical 
education role. He’s still there. 
His overall FSU coaching 
record was $1-12-1. 


Nugent's 6-year record wes $4-28-1 
at Florida State. In his second year the 
Seminoles went 8-3 and eamed an 
invitation to play in the Sun Bowl 

‘Among those who went fo the Sun 
Bowl, after that ‘54 season, was 2 
freshman running back name of Buddy 
Reynolds. A better than average 
runner, Reynolds got hurt in an auto 
accident soon after. Later, after starting 
his acting career, Buddy (Burt) 
Reynolds was ready to give it all up for 
another fling at Florida State Football 
But after a brief period — he had a 
little problem playing defense in a day 
you had to go both ways — Reynolds 
retuned to Hollywood and moved on 
to box-office fame. 

Stars of the Nugent years were 
many, among them quarterback 
halfback Lee Corso (now head coach 
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In 1969 the record was 6:3-1 and in 
“70 it was 7-4. Peterson resigned after 
the year to become head coach and 
athletic director at Rice. 


The Seminoles hired Lamy Jones, 
another former Paul Dietzel aide, as the 
new coach. In 1971. with Gary Huff 
throwing to Barry Smith, Florida State 
finished a strong 8-3 and played 
Arizona State in the first Fiesta Bowl, 
falling 45-38 in an extraordinary 
offensive battle 


In ‘72, with high expectation, the 
Seminoles won their first four. Then 
injuries took a heavy toll. The final 
record was 7-4, with South Carolina 
springing a 24-21 upset at the end and 
knocking the Seminoles out of a Peach 
Bowl bid 


Disaster came in "73. The Seminoles 
won none. It was a combination of 
‘many things that wrought an all-losing 
season, including the graduation of 
several pro-type players. But it 
stemmed notably, many feel, from an 
unsettling aura of ill publicity prior to 
the season's start 


Jones left after that season. Darrell 
Mudra, with a successful background at 
smaller schools, was hired. Mudra 
teams went 1-10 and 3-8. A highlight, 
reflecting familiar Seminole pride. was 
a first-year loss at Alabama 8-7. It was 
a stunner that Florida State not onl 
could have won but. in the view of 
most, should have won. 

When Mudra departed after the "75 
season, Bowden was hired. Notably 
successful as head coach of West 
Virginia, Bowden had strongly wanted 
to retum to Florida State where he had 
served as an assistant under Peterson, 
for three years. 


Bowden's dramatic first-year show- 
ing included a 28-9 upset of then-un- 
beaten Boston College up there, 
and an “almost” victory over Florida 
— the Seminoles lost 33-26. Larry Key 
put himself in the Florida State's record 
book as the leading Seminole ground- 
gainer of all time as the racked up 
more han 700 yards in his junior 
season, 


Nugent returned here to live after his 
coaching time at Maryland, but now is 
associated with Florida Tech in a public 


relations role. Moss is now Coach of 
the semipro team at Charlestown of the 
‘American Football Association, and 
Jones is assistant athletic director at 
LSU. Mudra is now head coach at 
Eastem Illinois. 


It says something favorable 
about Florida State that Bow- 
den would leave West Virginia 
to come here. Something favor- 
able is also said in the fact that 
three former coaches — 


Williamson, Veller and Peterson 
—live in Tallahassee. 


One of Bowden's top aides is Bob 
Harbison, a fixture at Florida State 
He's served with every head coach 
except Williamson, the first. Harbison 
has been associated with 31 of the 
Seminoles’ 33 seasons 


Florida State's 33rd year of football 
will be a continuing point of pride with 
those World War II veterans who 
started it all. Most of them are still 
around, too,
